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COMMITTEES 


Assembly  Committee:  The  Assembly  Committee  seeks  to  provide  informa- 
tion on  current  issues,  improve  the  cultural  tone,  and  develop  a  co- 
hesiveness  by  presenting  assembly  programs  consisting  of  on  campus 
and  off  campus  participants.  The  committee  also  has  as  a  function  the 
supervision  of  checking  of  attendance  of  students. 

Athletic  Committee:  The  purpose  of  the  Athletic  Committee  is  to  supervise 
and  coordinate  the  intercollegiate  aspects  of  the  athletic  program  of 
the  college. 

Educational  Policies  and  Curriculum:  The  Educational  Policies  and  Cur- 
riculum Committee  develops  policies  on  curriculum,  catalog,  academic 
standards  and  stimulation  of  scholarship  on  the  basis  of  suggestions 
from  the  Areas,  the  Registrar,  Director  of  Admissions  and  specific 
college  and  state  requirements. 

Health  and  Safety  Committee:  This  committee  aims  to  provide  adequate 
health  services  through  infirmary  services,  records,  and  referrals  in 
unusual  cases;  to  provide  and  maintain  attractive,  comfortable,  sani- 
tary accomodations  in  and  about  the  campus;  and  to  establish  safety 
precautions  through  the  provision  of  a  safe  environment  and  organized 
activities  for  accident  prevention. 

Library  Committee:  The  Library  Committee  acts  as  an  advisory  and  con- 
sulting group,  working  with  the  Librarian  in  formulating  policies  and 
building  the  book  collection;  and  in  helping  faculty  members  and 
students  to  become  better  acquainted  with  the  offerings  of  the  Library 
and  their  effective  use. 

Lyceum  Committee:  The  Lyceum  Committee  selects  the  concert  series  for 
the  college.  Dramatic  and  musical  performances  are  brought  to  the 
campus  to  enhance  and  improve  the  aesthetic  experiences  of  the  stu- 
dents and  community  at  large. 

Personnel  and  Guidance  Committee:  The  Personnel  and  Guidance  Com- 
mittee seeks  to  meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  students,  to  promote 
wholesome  and  creative  group  living  and  to  study  student  problems 
with  a  view  to  solving  them.  This  committee  also  develops  regulations 
governing  student  conduct. 

Placement  and  Follow-Up  Committee:  The  Placement  and  Follow-Up  Com- 
mittee informs  students  of  placement  procedures,  maintains  files  on 
graduates,  informs  employing  officials  of  the  services  and  recommends 
appropriate  persons  for  vacancies.  Assistance  is  rendered  for  recent 
graduates  in  helping  them  to  become  adjusted  to  their  jobs. 

Recruitment  and  Selection  Committee:  The  Recruitment  and  Selection 
Committee  has  a  twofold  function:  1.  To  seek  to  make  the  public 
aware  of  the  opportunities  for  education  offered  by  Fayetteville  State 
Teachers  College.  2.  To  try  to  raise  the  scholastic  level  of  the  College 
by  encouraging  more  students  of  a  high  calibre  to  enter.  In  recent 
years  the  Committee  has  been  primarily  concerned  with  increasing  the 
enrollment  by  suggesting  ways  to  disseminate  widely  the  advantages 
of  attending  this  institution  and  by  suggesting  ways  to  enhance  rela- 
tions between  the  College  and  the  community,  both  local  and  regional. 
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Religious  Life  and  Activities  Committee:  Realizing  the  importance  of 
spiritual  growth  along  with  intellectual  and  physical  development,  the 
Religious  Life  and  Activities  Committee  attempts  to  foster  a  program 
which  will  enhance  the  religious  life  of  our  College  Family.  This 
student-faculty  committee  sponsors  the  College  Sunday  School,  Ves- 
pers, the  Y.M.C.A.,  the  Y.W.C.A.  and  other  religious  services  on  cam- 
pus. 

Social  Life  and  Recreation  Committee:  The  Social  Life  and  Recreation 
Committee  provides  and  coordinates  a  variety  of  social  activities  on 
the  campus  for  participation,  enjoyment  and  social  development  of 
the  students. 

Student  Life  and  Conduct  Committee:  The  Student  Life  and  Conduct  Com- 
mittee has  as  its  purpose  consideration  of  matters  of  student  welfare 
and  conduct.  The  committee  studies  areas  of  student  experiences 
expectation  that  continuous  improvement  in  such  areas  will  greatly 
reduce  problems  involving  conduct. 

Student  Scholarship  Loans  and  Work- Aid:  The  purpose  of  the  Student 
Work-Aid  Committee  is  to  supervise,  develop  and  carry  out  regula- 
tions on  the  operation  of  student  loans,  work-aid,  and  scholarships. 

Testing  Committee:  The  Testing  Committee  tests  entering  freshmen  and 
transfer  students  to  get  objective  information  on  the  mental  abilities 
and  achievement  levels  of  students.  In  the  Psychological  Clinic  tests 
are  given  to  determine  the  emotional  status  and  aptitudes  of  students 
who  desire  such  testing.  Every  year  the  National  Teacher  Examina- 
tions are  conducted  at  the  College. 
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GENERAL   INFORMATION 


HISTORICAL    SKETCH 

Fayetteville  State  Teachers  College,  the  oldest  Teacher  Education  insti- 
tution established  in  North  Carolina,  was  founded  in  IS 67  through  the 
initiative  and  philanthropy  of  Matthew  L.  Leavy,  A.  J.  Chestnut,  Robert 
Simmons,  George  Grainger,  Thomas  Lomax,  Nelson  Carter,  David  A. 
Bryant  and  General  O.  O.  Howard  of  the  Freedmen's  Bureau.  The 
Howard  School,  as  it  was  known,  had  as  its  first  principal,  Robert  Harris, 
who  held  the  reign  from  1867-1SS0  and  was  known  as  a  man  of  tact, 
scholarship  and  success  as  a  teacher  and  educator.  Robert  Harris  lived 
to  see  this  school  become  state  supported,  for  in  1877  by  Legislature  Act 
the  name  was  changed  from  the  Howard  School  to  State  Colored  Normal 
School  and  the   first  appropriation   was   received. 

Upon  the  death  of  Robert  Harris  in  1880,  Charles  W.  Chesnutt,  widely 
known  as  a  writer  of  fiction  and  as  a  lawyer,  was  chosen  to  head  the  in- 
stitution and  was  the  chief  administrator  for  three  years.  In  188  3  upon 
his  resignation  to  return  to  writing  his  books  and  to  the  practice  of  Law, 
Ezekiel  Ezra  Smith  was  elected  president. 

At  the  age  of  thirty-one  Dr.  Smith  began  the  connection  with  the  insti- 
tution which  lasted,  with  two  interruptions,  for  fifty  years.  After  Dr. 
Smith  had  headed  the  college  for  five  years,  he  was  appointed  Minister 
Resident  and  Consul-General  of  the  United  States  to  Liberia.  During 
his  absence  George  H.  Williams  who  was  already  connected  with  the  in- 
stitution guided  the  college.  Again  during  the  war  with  Spain  Dr.  Smith 
was  called  to  serve  as  Adjutant  of  the  Third  North  Carolina  Volunteer 
Infantry  and  Rev.  R.  E.  Fairley,  a  graduate  of  Lincoln  University,  Penn- 
sylvania, and  a  Presbyterian  clergyman,  took  his  place. 

Dr.  Smith  led  the  development  of  the  college  from  Howard  School  on 
Gillespie  Street  to  Ashley  Heights  after  twenty-five  years  and  after  four 
more  years  to  a  rented  hall  on  Worth  Street.  Largely  through  the  gen- 
erosity of  Dr.  Smith  and  T.  W.  Thurston,  superintendent  of  a  local  silk 
mill  at  the  time,  fifty  acres  of  land  on  Murchison  Road  were  bought  and 
deeded  to  the  State  as  a  permanent  home  for  the  institution.  On  this  tract 
Aycock  hall  was  completed  in  1908  and  Vance  Hall  (no  longer  standing) 
was  constructed  in  1910.  When  Dr.  Smith  retired  in  July,  1933  there  were 
fourteen  brick  buildings,  several  cottages  and  a  two  year  normal  program 
for  the  preparation  of  teachers. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Smith,  Dr.  J.  W.  Seabrook  who  had  served 
as  Dean  of  the  college  for  eleven  years  became  president.  During  his 
presidency  the  college,  a  two  year  normal  school,  became  a  four  year 
college  by  Legislative  Act  of  1939;  additional  (eight)  buildings  were 
erected;  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
recognized  the  college  as  an  "A"  rated  institution;  the  enrollment  in- 
creased; the  faculty  and  offerings  of  the  college  were  strengthened;  and 
plans  were  laid  for  additional  physical  expansion.  After  thirty-four  years 
of  leadership  and  service  to  the  institution,  twenty-three  years  as  presi- 
dent, Dr.  Seabrook  retired. 

In  195  6  Dr.  Rudolph  Jones,  who  was  serving  as  dean,  became  president. 
The  college  had  at  that  time  approximately  ninety-two  acres  of  land, 
twenty-three  buildings  and  cottages,  a  well  trained  faculty,  and  an  athletic 
field  which  was  being  improved.  Two-year  courses  in  Auto-Mechanics  and 
Secretarial  Science  were  begun  in  19  57;  Lilly  Gymnasium  was  renovated 
in  19  59;  a  cafeteria  at  Newbold  Training  School  was  built  in  195S;  an 
elevator  was  installed  in  Cook  Dining  Hall  and  new  campus  lighting, 
paved  roads  on  campus,  new  sewage  lines  and  a  track  on  the  athletic 
field  were  developed  in  19  60.  Also  in  19  60  the  curriculum  was  expanded 
to  include  Secondary  Education  Majors  in  English,  Biology,  History, 
Sociology,  Physical  Education  and  minors  in  Art  and  Music. 
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OBJECTIVES  AND  SCOPE  OP  FAYETTEVPLLE  STATE 
TEACHERS    COLLEGE 

Fayetteville  State  Teachers  College  offers  a  course  of  study  for  persons 
interested  in  becoming  teachers  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina.  Students 
entering  in  September,  1962  will  have  an  opportunity  to  major  in  Eng- 
lish, Business  Education,  History,  Sociology,  Biology,  Mathematics  and 
Health  and  Physical  Education.  There  will  be  an  opportunity  for  minors 
in  Music  Education  (Voice  or  Instrument),  Art  Education,  French  and 
Spanish  and  Chemistry  and  Physics.  The  four-year  curriculum  of  the  col- 
lege leads  to  a  bachelor's  degree  on  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels. 
In  addition,  two-year  programs  in  Auto  Mechanics  and  Secretarial  Science 
lead  to  certificates  in  each. 

It  is  also  possible  that  persons  who  are  merely  interested  in  self  im- 
provement rather  than  professional  training  will  benefit  from  study  at 
this  institution. 

The  philosophy  underlying  the  experiences  of  students  at  the  Fayette- 
ville State  Teachers  College  points  to  the  following  objectives: 

1.  Good  citizenship. 

2.  Adequate  specialization  in  one's  chosen  field. 

3.  Competence  in  teaching  skills. 

4.  Desirable  professional  attitudes. 

5.  Development  to  the  height  of  individual  ability. 

6.  An  adequate  understanding  of  children. 

7.  Skill  in  the  communication  of  ideas. 

8.  An  adequate  knowledge  of  contemporary  life. 

9.  A  sound  understanding  of  the  role  of  the  teacher   and   school  in 
society. 

10.    A  well  developed  and  integrated  sense  of  values. 

For  the  realization  of  these  objectives  the  following  four-fold  approach 
is  utilized  by  the  college. 

1.  A  basic  general  education  program. 

2.  A  specialized  professional  education  program. 

3.  Professionally  directed  learning  experiences  outside  of  the  classroom. 

4.  A  total  environment  conducive  to  the  development  of  moral  re- 
sponsibility, health,  self  reliance,  emotional  stability,  knowledge 
and  aesthetic  appreciation.

Scholarships  are  provided  on  the  basis  of  high  rank  in  class,  high  score 
on  objective  examination,  and  recommendation  of  principal  or  instructor. 
The  amount  varies  but  the  average  is  $100. 

Work  aid  scholarships  are  provided  on  the  basis  of  need  and  vary  from 
$100  to  $300  per  year  and  may  be  renewed  each  year. 

Athletic  scholarships  are  provided  on  the  basis  of  athletic  ability,  the 
ability  to  do  college  work,  and  recommendation  of  coach  and  principal. 
The  amount  is  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  college  expenses. 

The  Nannie  L.  Smith  Memorial  Student  Loan  Fund  provides  loans  up 
to  $15  0  for  Seniors  of  good  scholarship  and  in  good  standing  otherwise. 
This  is  a  project  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

The  Student  Loan  Fund  provides  for  loans  up  to  $100  for  deserving 
students. 

National  Defense  Student  loans  are  provided  through  the  National  De- 
fense Student  Loan  program  on  the  basis  of  need,  scholarship,  recommen- 
dation of  principal  or  instructor,  and  score  on  competitive  examination. 
The  amount  usually  ranges  from  $100  to  $400  per  year  for  four  years 
if  the  recipient  maintains  a  minimum  average  of  1.5.  The  loan  is  repayable 
in  ten  years. 

Prospective  Teacher  Loans  may  be  secured  through  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction.  Other  loans  and  scholarships  are  provided  by 
organizations  and  individuals. 

Veterans,  dependents  of  deceased  veterans  and  disabled  veterans  may 
be  eligible  for  assistance  through  the  Veterans  Administration.  Specific 
application  must  be  made  for  such. 

Vocational  Rehabilitation  assistance  is  provided  by  the  state  of  North 
Carolina  for  certain   students  who  have  physical  defects. 


CLOTHING  AND  INCIDENTALS 

Students  (and  faculty  members  living  on  the  campus)  must  furnish 
their  own  bedding,  hence  should  bring  with  them  quilts,  blankets,  sheets. 
spreads,  pillows  and  articles  necessary  to  beautify  their  room.  In  addition, 
students  should  bring  galoshes,  raincoats,  umbrellas,  shower  caps,  shower 
shoes,  and  laundry  bags.  Each  article  and  all  clothing  should  be  marked 
with  the  student's  name  in  indelible  ink. 
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STUDENT  LIFE  AND  ACTIVITIES 


GENERAL    STATEMENT 

The  College  encourages  all  students  to  participate  in  one  or  more  extra- 
curricular activities.  Since  the  primary  concern  of  the  institution  is  with 
the  student's  maintenance  of  proficiency  in  the  various  academic  fields, 
students  who  are  placed  on  scholastic  probation,  or  who  otherwise  have 
poor  academic  records  are  required  to  reduce  the  amount  of  such  partici- 
pation. 


GUIDANCE   SERVICES 

The  College  is  aware  of  the  responsibility  it  has  for  meeting  the  needs 
of  the  students.  The  counseling  and  guidance  services  are  coordinated 
through  the  office  of  the  Dean  of  Women  and  the  Dean  of  Men. 

Individual  and  group  guidance  are  carried  on  by  faculty  advisors,  dormi- 
tory directors,  part-time  faculty  counselors,  and  student  counselors.  In 
addition,  the  Personnel  and  Guidance  Committee  seeks  to  promote  whole- 
some and  creative  group  living.  Likewise,  it  serves  as  a  unit  to  which 
various  campus  problems  may  be  referred  for  study. 

An  hour  each  week  is  regularly  set  aside  for  campus-wide  conferences 
with  the  students.  However,  the  advisors,  and  Deans  of  Women  and  Men 
are  available  as  need  arises. 


FRESHMEN  ORIENTATION 

Freshmen  and  new  students  are  required  to  participate  in  an  Orientation 
period  each  school  year.  The  purpose  of  the  Orientation  program  is  four- 
fold: (1)  It  aids  the  supervisory,  administrative,  and  teaching  personnel 
of  the  College  to  become  acquainted  with  the  new  members  of  the  student 
group  on  a  non-academic  basis.  (2)  It  provides  an  opportunity  for  giving 
Psychological  and  Achievement  Tests.  (3)  It  provides  the  student  an 
opportunity  to  observe  and  adjust  to  his  environment,  his  teachers,  the 
offerings  and  opportunities  of  the  College.  (4)  It  seeks  to  develop  a 
wholesome  relationship  between  upper  classmen     and  new  students. 


RELIGIOUS   ACTIVITIES 

The  religious  activities  of  the  college  are  non-sectarian. 

The  two  student  organizations — the  Y.M.C.A.  and  the  Y.W.C.A. — are 
factors  in  the  development  of  Christian  character  and  leadership.  Through 
their  varied  programs  the  young  men  and  women  are  aided  in  developing 
well-rounded  personalities  as  a  preparation  for  creative  living. 

Sunday  School  Services  are  conducted  by  the  students.  They  are  de- 
signed to  create  an  active  interest  in  religious  activities  and  to  develop 
honest,  reliable  young  men  and  women. 

Vesper  Services  are  held  periodically  throughout  the  year. 


ASSEMBLIES  AND  LYCEUM  ATTRACTIONS 

Assembly  Programs  held  regularly  on  Wednesday  of  each  week  provide 
a  wide  variety  of  cultural  attractions. 

Vocalists,  instrumental  artists,  dramatic  and  dance  groups  and  musical 
organizations  are  presented  as  lyceum  attractions. 
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SOCIAL   ACTIVITIES 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Social  Committee,  social  gatherings  are 
arranged  from  time  to  time  at  which  students  may  mingle  for  a  few  hours 
of  wholesome  enjoyment.  Organizations  may  also  sponsor  teas  and  other 
gatherings  of  informal,  semi-formal  or  formal  nature. 

All  social  gatherings  whether  sponsored  by  the  College  or  by  some 
particular  organization  are  approved  by  the  Social  Committee  and  are 
chaperoned  by  members  of  the  faculty. 

From  time  to  time  young  women  of  the  College,  who  have  permission 
from  their  parents,  may  attend  social  affairs  off-campus. 


ATHLETIC  ACTIVITIES 

The  College  is  a  member  of  the  Central  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Associ- 
ation. Football,  baseball,  track  and  basketball  are  major  sports  at  the 
college. 


RECREATION 


Recreation  is  an  integral  part  of  the  education  program  in  the  College. 
Through  the  Physical  Education  Department,  a  program  of  recreation  and 
intramural  sports  is  provide-d.  Each  dormitory  is  provided  with  a  recrea- 
tion room  where  students  and  faculty  enjoy  wholesome  recreational  ac- 
tivities. 


HEALTH  SERVICES 

Through  an  integrated  program  of  health  instruction,  health  service, 
and  a  healthful  envioronment,  the  College  seeks  to  develop  sound  indi- 
vidual and  group  health  habits. 

Health  services  are  aA-ailable  to  the  college  family  through  the  health 
service  staff;  treatment  is  provided  for  minor  illnesses  and  minor  injuries. 
A  college  infirmary  is  maintained  for  this  purpose.  A  cooperative  rela- 
tionship exists  between  the  college  and  hospitals  in  the  community  for 
the  treatment  of  major  illnesses  and  injuries.  Consultative  and  guidance 
services  are  provided  for  the  students  in  the  office  of  the  college  nurse. 

A  physical  examination  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  a  local 
physician  and  the  college  nurse  is  required  of  each  student  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year.  A  physician  or  dentist  may  be  consulted  as 
needs  arise.     (See  section  on  fees  for  infirmary  fees.) 


THE    LIBRARY 


The  Chesnutt  Library  seeks  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  and  faculty 
for  books,  periodicals  and  other  resources  in  general  education  and  cul- 
tural reading. 

A  collection  of  juvenile  literature  is  maintained  to  provide  for  the  need 
of  courses  in  Children's  Literature  and  for  supplementary  instructional 
references  on  the   elementary   school   level.

All  fees  are  to  be  paid  in  advance. 

Veterans  boarding  on  the  campus  and  receiving  subsistence  allowance 
from  the  Government  are  required  to  pay  board  in  advance,  effective  the 
date  of  entrance.  It  is  advisable  to  have  funds  for  three  months. 

Special  penalties  may  be  exacted  for  irregularities  and  violations,  such 
as  improper  use  of  electric  appliances,  burning  lights  beyond  the  hour 
for   extinguishing   them,   and  damage   to    property   and   equipment. 

Fees  are  subject  to  change  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  without  prior  notice 
as  conditions  may  warrant. 

SPECIAL  NOTE:  The  $10.00  registration,  and  the  $10.00  damage  deposit 
(paid  by  boarders  only),  must  be  paid  when  application  for  admission 
is  submitted.  This  amount  will  be  credited  on  entrance  fees  when  the 
student  reports  in  September. 


DETERMINATION   OF   STATE    RESIDENCE    FOR   TUITION 

If  the  student's  record  upon  original  admission  shows  that  he  graduated 
from  a  high  school  located  in  North  Carolina  and  the  student  claims  North 
Carolina  residency,  such  student  will  be  presumed  to  be  a  bona  fide  resi- 
dent of  North  Carolina  unless  facts  suggesting  the  contrary  appear  at 
that  time  or  later  during  the  student's  attendance.  If  the  record  shows 
that  a  student  attended  a  high  school  outside  North  Carolina  the  student 
will  be  presumed  to  be  an  out-of-state  student  unless  he  satisfactorily 
supports  a  claim  of  North  Carolina  residency. 

Written  proof  may  include  facts  existing  continuously  for  the  six  months 
immediately  preceding  original  admission  to  a  North  Carolina  School 
such  as: 

1.  Registration  and  voting  in  North  Carolina 

2.  Has  been  assessed  and  has  paid  State  taxes 

3.  Employed  in  North  Carolina 

4.  Has  motor  vehicle  registration  for  North  Carolina 

5.  Establishment  of  residence  of  parent  or  guardian  in  North  Carolina 

A  dependent  of  a  soldier  stationed  in  this  State  who  is  not  a  bona  fide 
resident,  but  is  here  by  reason  of  military  orders,  would  have  to  pay 
out-of-state  tuition. 


REFUNDS 


Refunds  of  tuition  will  be  made  on  the  basis  of  a  withdrawal  form  filled 
out  by  the  student  and  approved  by  the  administration.  All  forms  must 
show  the  date  of  withdrawal. 
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Refunds  will  be  as  follows: 

Within  two  weeks  after  beginning  of  Semester 80% 

Within  three  weeks  after  beginning  of  Semester 60% 

Within  four  weeks  after  beginning  of  Semester 40% 

Within  five  weeks  after  beginning  of  Semester 20% 

After  the  end  of  the  fifth  week  there  will  be  no  refund  of  tuition.  All 
unused  board  will  be  refunded.  There  will  be  no  refund  for  fees  other 
than  tuition  and  board  for  withdrawal  after  registration  has  been  com- 
pleted. 


INFORMATION  FOR  PARENTS  AND  STUDENTS 

Monev  for  school  expenses  should  be  sent  by  money  order  or  by  cashier's 
check  made  payable  to  FAYETTEVILLE  STATE  TEACHERS  COLLEGE 
and  addressed  to  the  Business  Manager.  Do  NOT  send  personal  checks. 
Sending  currency  through  the  mail  is  not  to  be  recommended  but  if  it 
is  done  the  letter  should  be  registered.  Receipts  will  be  sent  immediately 
for  money  paid  on  students'  school  expenses.  Be  sure  to  send  the  money 
to  the  school  and  not  to  the  individual  student. 

ALL  FEES  ARE  DUE  AND  PAYABLE  IN  ADVANCE. 

Since  students  are  required  to  attend  all  of  their  classes,  parents  are 
urged  to  send  registration  payments  early  enough  for  students  to  register 
at  least  one  day  before  the  semester  begins. 

The  school  authorities  are  compelled  to  require  prompt  payment  of  all 
bills  due  the  Institution.  No  appropriation  is  made  by  the  Legislature  to 
cover  the  food  or  housing  of  students,  hence  a  student  who  is  in  arrears 
is  in   reality  depending  upon   other  students  who   pay. 

No  deduction  in  board  is  made  for  late  entrance  or  absences  of  less 
than  one  week. 

Requests  from  parents  for  their  daughters  to  come  home  on  week-ends 
should  be  sent  at  least  one  week  ahead  and  should  be  addressed  to  the 
Dean  of  Women,  and  NOT  sent  in  a  letter  to  the  student.  The  school 
authorities  do  not  favor  frequent  trips  home  on  week-ends,  as  they  disturb 
the  efficient  scholastic  work  and  extra-curricular  activities  of  the  student 
Absences  from  class  preceding  or  following  week-end  trips  will  not  be 
excused  except  in  special  cases. 

Both  boarding  and  non-boarding  male  and  female  students  who  plan 
to  be  married  any  time  during  their  stay  at  the  College,  including  summer 
vacation  and  holiday  periods,  must  first  secure  written  permission  of 
their  parents  or  guardians,  and  present  it  to  the  President  of  the  College 
prior  to  marriage.  Students  who  get  married  must  indicate  such  marriage 
on  all  college  records  including  registration  cards.  Any  infraction  of  this 
regulation  will  result  in   disciplinary  action. 

All  students  must  be  examined  by  a  physician  selected  by  the  school 
to  determine  the  students'  physical  fitness.  Additional  examinations  may 
be  required  at  any  time.  The  Medical  Fee  does  not  pay  for  hospitalization, 
treatments  by  a  physician,  or  medicine  obtained  by  prescriptions.  It  pays 
only  for  medical  and  physical  examinations  at  entrance,  incidental  drugs, 
and  the  services  of  the  college  nurse. 

The  College  has  on  its  staff  a  full-time  graduate  nurse,  whose  services 
are  devoted  to  the  health  of  the  students. 


ADMISSION  OF  STUDENTS 

ADMISSION  AS  A  FRESHMAN 

Students  interested  in  coming  to  Fayetteville  State  Teachers  College 
should  write  to  the  Director  of  Admissions  for  information  and  applica- 
tion blanks.  Inquiries  should  be  made  during  the  student's  senior  year 
in  high  school 
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For  admittance  in  September,  the  application  should  be  received  on  or 
before  July  15,  preceeding  the  September  of  desired  entrance.  Each  ap- 
plicant must  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard  high  school  in  North  Carolina, 
or  of  a  high  school  outside  of  the  State  rated  as  equivalent,  must  be 
recommended  by  his  or  her  former  principal  and  two  other  community 
persons  as  a  suitable  candidate  for  the  profession  anticipated,  and  must 
present  evidence  of  having  satisfactorily  completed  at  least  fifteen  specific 
subject  matter  units  of  secondary  level  or  11  units  if  he  attended  a  three 
year  senior  high  school.

No  applicant  will  be  accepted  until  the  transcript  and  recommendations 
have  been  received. 

Applicants  who  are  graduates  of  non-standard  high  schools  may  be 
admitted  by  examination. 


ADMISSION  AS  A   SPECIAL   STUDENT 

Mature  persons  who  are  not  interested  in  working  toward  a  degree  or 
who  do  not  meet  all  of  the  entrance  requirements  may  be  admitted  as 
special  students. 

Special  students  are  permitted  to  select  courses  most  beneficial  for  their 
immediate  purpose.  They  may  take  any  number  of  hours  not  in  excess 
of  a  normal  load. 

A  special  student  cannot  become  a  candidate  for  a  degree  unless  all 
deficiences  are  removed  and  other  requirements  governing  regular  students 
are  met. 


ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING 

Students  who  have  completed  work  elsewhere  equivalent  to  that  done 
in  the  Freshman  Class  at  this  institution  are  admitted  into  the  Sophomore 
Class.  The  same  principle  operates  for  admission  into  the  other  classes. 
Cases  in  which  the  work  is  only  approximately  equivalent  requires  the 
making-up  of  deficiencies  in  summer  school.  Three  six-week  summer 
sessions  or  two  nine-week  sessions  are  considered  equal  to  the  work  of 
one  semester,  provided  the  proper  subjects  are  considered  equal  to  the 
work  of  one  semester,  provided  the  proper  subjects  have  been  completed. 

A  student  transferring  from  another  college  must  submit  in  advance 
to  the  Registrar  a  complete  transcript  of  all  credits  earned  in  order  that 
they  may  be  evaluated  and  the  student  informed  of  requirements  to  be 
met  at  Fayetteville.  In  addition  to  the  transcript,  the  student  must  present 
an  official  recommendation  to  indicate  that  he  left  the  college  previously 
attended  in  good  standing. 


REGISTRATION 


1.  All  students  must  register  in  person. 

2.  A  physical  examination  is  a  part  of  registration  and  must  be  taken 
by  all  students. 

3.  The  Advisor  assists  the  student  in  the  selection  of  his  courses  with  the 
approval  of  the  Registrar.  The  student  however  is  held  responsible 
for  taking  courses  in  the  proper  sequence. 

4.  Students  are  urged  to  register  at  the  time  designated  in  the  school 
calendar.    Failure  to  do  so  will  result  in  a  penalty. 
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CHANGE   OF   REGISTRATION 

All  changes  of  registration  must  be  made  through  the  Dean's  Office. 
No  change  is  permitted  after  the  first  week  of  a  course  after  the  close  of 
the  registration  period.  A  fee  of  $1.00  will  be  charged  for  the  second 
charge.  Students  who  elect  to  drop  or  add  courses  must  obtain  a  change 
of  program  card  from  the  Registrar's  Office,  make  the  changes  indicated, 
get  the  Dean's  approval,  secure  the  instructor's  signature  and  return 
the  card  to  the  Registrar's  Office. 

All  students  are  required  to  follow  the  schedule  outlined  on  their  regis- 
tration cards.  Any  student  who  drops  a  course  without  permission  from 
the  Dean  and  Registrar  will  receive  a  grade  of  "E"  in  the  course.  Any 
student  who  takes  a  course  in  which  he  is  not  properly  registered  will  re- 
ceive no   credit  in  the   course. 


NORMAL   LOAD 

All  students  shall  be  expected  to  take  a  normal  load  with  the  exception 
of  students  with  high  scholastic  records  who  may  be  eligible  for  accelera- 
tion. Students  with  deficiences  may  not  be  permitted  to  take  a  normal 
load.  A  normal  load  consists  of  fifteen  to  nineteen  credit  hours  of  work 
per  semester. 


ACADEMIC  REGULATIONS 

GRADING    SYSTEM 

A  five-point  grading  system  is  used:  A,  B,  C,  D,  and  E.  Explanations 
of  the  grades  follows: 

A,  Excellent  scholarship 

B,  Good  scholarship 

C,  Fair  scholarship 

D,  Poor   scholarship — (Not    passing    in    Major) 

E,  Failure 

Other  symbols  used  in  the  grading  system  are:  I,  X,  Dr.,  Wd.,  and  Wf. 

The  "I"  indicates  incomplete.  It  is  given  to  a  student  who  has  not  com- 
pleted the  work  of  a  course.  All  "I's"  must  be  removed  during  the  se- 
mester following  the  one  in  which  they  are  given  if  the  student  is  in 
residence.  In  no  case  may  an  "I"  be  removed  later  than  one  year  from 
the  date  it  is  placed  on  the  record.  If  "I's"  are  not  removed  by  the  time 
stipulated,  they  are  changed  by  the  instructor  to  "E's".  "X"  indicates  that 
the  student  was  absent  from  the  examination  for  a  legitimate  reason.  The 
regulation  concerning  "I's"  governs  "X's".  "Dr."  indicates  that  the 
student  dropped  the  course  with  permission.  "Wf."  indicates  that  the 
student  withdrew  failing. 


CREDITS 


One  semester  hour  of  credit  normally  represents  a  class  meeting  one 
fifty  minute  period  a  week  for  a  semester,  or  the  equivalent. 

Certain  art,  music,  physical  education,  and  laboratory  courses  yield 
one  semester  hour  of  credit  for  a  class  meeting  two  fifty-minute  periods 
a  week  for  a  semester,  or  the  equivalent. 

Students  who  sing  in  the  College  Choir  or  play  in  the  College  Band 
may  receive  one  hour  credit.  Helpers  to  technicians  and  those  in  support 
ing  roles  may  receive  one-half  credit. 

One  quality  point  is  given  for  perfect  attendance  at  assemblies. 
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For  determining  scholarship  and  awarding  honors  the  following  system 
of  point  values  is  used:

The  academic  grades  required  for  graduation  must  yield  at  least  130 
quality  points.  The  quality  point  average  is  determined  by  dividing  the 
quality  points  by  the  total  number  of  hours  passed.

SCCHOLASTIC   PROBATION 

All  students  whose  quality  points  fall  below  the  number  of  credit  hours 
will  be  placed  on  scholastic  probation. 

Students  will  be  asked  to  withdraw  from  the  college  for  one  semester 
because  of  poor  scholarship  when  their  averages  fall  below  the  grade  point 
averages  indicated  below: 

Freshmen    .50 

Sophomores .75 

Juniors    .80 

Seniors .90 


DEAN'S   LIST 


At  the  beginning  of  each  semester,  the  names  of  students  who  during  the 
previous  semester  earned  a  grade  point  average  of  2\0  or  better  are  pub- 
lished on  the  "Dean's  List".  In  order  to  qualify  for  the  Dean's  List,  how- 
ever, a  student  must  be  in  good  standing,  must  earn  no  D's,  and  must 
carry  a  minimum  of  12  semester  hours  of  work.  Students  who  qualify 
for  the  honor  roll  may  carry  extra  courses  with  the  consent  of  the  Dean 
of  the  College. 


ATTENDANCE 


Students  are  expected  to  attend  all  classes,  advisory  sessions,  assem- 
blies, vesper  and  chapel. 

Attendance  at  all  classes  and  chapel  is  required.  No  credit  may  be 
received  for  any  course  in  which  the  student  fails  to  attend  three-fourths 
of  the  number  of  hours  the  class  meets.  If  the  student  is  absent  one-fourth 
of  the  scheduled  class  meetings  he  is  automatically  dropped  from  the 
course  and  may  receive  a  failing  grade.  Students  who  are  absent  from 
a  class  more  than  two  consecutive  weeks  during  the  semester  may  not 
secure  credit  in  that  course  for  the  semester.  Exceptions  are  made  to 
this  only  if  there  are  extenuating  circumstances  and  the  student  demon- 
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strates  to  the  instructor  that  he  has  made  up  adequately  the  lest  time. 
Absences  for  any  reason,  up  to  the  maximum  for  which  credit  may  be 
received,   may   result  in  the   proportionate   loss   of   quality   points. 

When  a  student  incurs  three  or  more  successive  absences  in  any  class 
the  instructor  will  warn  the  student  and  notify   the   Records   Office. 

A  limited  cut  system  will  be  used  with  students  permitting  them,  for 
each  course  during  a  semester,  as  many  cuts  as  the  class  meets  per  week. 

Each  cut  in  a  course  beyond  the  limited  number  of  cuts  permitted  will 
result  in  the  loss  of  one  quality  point,  unless  excused. 

No  student  can  get  credit  for  a  course  if  he  misses  more  than  one-fourth 
the  number  of  days  the  course  is  held  during  a  semester. 

Assembly  attendance  is  required  and  the  system   operates  as  follows: 

1.  Perfect   attendance   causes   a   gain   of  one    quality   point. 

2.  One  or  two  absences  wilJ  not  affect  quality  points. 

3.  Three  absences  will  cause  loss  of  quality  point,  and  one  quality 
point  will  be  taken  for  each  additional  absence. 

Quality  points  will  not  be  deducted  in  case  of  over-cuts  for  juniors  and 
seniors  who  have  a  cumulative  average  of  2.0  or  above  for  a  given  se- 
mester. 

It  is  highly  important  for  each  student  to  keep  an  accurate  occount  of 
his  absences  and  check  with  his  instructors  in   case  of  doubt. 

Attendance  is  counted  from  the  first  day  the  course  starts.  Students 
who  are  late  registering  are  to  be  counted  as  absent,  but  are  excused  under 
extenuating  circumstances.  Cuts  as  penalties  may  not  exceed  the  number 
of  semester  hours  carried. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  withdraw  from  school  unless  he  has  secured 
permission  from  the  President,  Dean,  Dean  of  Women,  or  Dean  of  Men 
and  has  notified  the  Records  Office,  the  Business  Office  and  his  Advisor. 
Justifiable  reasons  should  be  presented  in  writing  to  the  proper  authorities. 

The  college  reserves  the  right  to  deny  admittance  or  to  request  the 
withdrawal  of  any  student  whose  general  attitude,  moral  or  social  be- 
havior is  considered  unsatisfactory  by  the  administration,  even  though 
no  specific  charge  is  made  against  the  individual  concerned. 


EXAMINATIONS 

Final  examinations  in  all  subjects  are  scheduled  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.  All  students  are  required  to  be  present  at  the  hour  the  final 
examination  is  scheduled. 

The  grade  of  X  is  given  only  to  students  absent  from  the  final  examina- 
tion for  an  approved  reason.  Students  absent  from  the  final  examination 
for  reasons  officially  approved  will  take  deferred  examination  when  an- 
nounced. 

Special  make-up  examinations  for  the  removal  of  X's  and  I's  are  an- 
nounced each  semester.  A  fee  of  one  dollar  is  charged  those  who  wish  to 
take  examinations  to  remove  X's.  Students  incurring  these  temporary  or 
conditional  grades  must  remove  them  at  the  first  opportunity  during  their 
subsequent  residence.  The  grade  will  be  changed  by  the  instructor;  other- 
wise it  will  automatically  become  a  failure. 

In  addition  to  the  statement  on  Examinations  above  all  students  will 
be  required  to  take  the  following: 

1.  Psychological  Test  for  entering  Freshmen 

2.  English   proficiency   test  for   Freshmen 

3.  Tests  for  Mathematics 

4.  Reading  test 
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STUDENT  TEACHING  REQUIREMENTS 

The  candidate  for  student  teaching  must  meet  the  following  require- 
ments: 

1.  Have    at    least    one    semester's    residence    at    Fayetteville    State 
Teachers  College. 

2.  Be  of  senior  classification. 

3.  Have   1.0    ("C")    average. 

4.  Must    have    completed    required    General    Education    and    Profes- 
sional Education  courses. 

5.  Must  have  completed  major  course  requirements. 


GENERAL  DEGREE  REQUIREMENTS 

Credits:  For  a  degree  in  any  field  the  applicant  must  have  credit  for  a 
minimum  of  130  credit  hours  and  must  meet  the  departmental  require- 
ments. 

Quality:  In  addition  to  quantitative  aspects  of  the  student's  work,  the 
applicant  msut  have  a  minimum  of  130  quality  points  and  an  average 
of  at  least  1.0.  One  must  also  have  an  average  of  1.0  in  the  field  of  his 
major    and    minor. 

Residence:  A  minimum  of  one  year  of  residence  study  giving  at  least 
20  credit  hours  is  required  for  any  degree.  This  must  be  in  the  senior 
year. 

Time:  On  applicant  must  attend  college  for  a  minimum  of  eight  se- 
mesters unless  he  has  a  cumulative  average  of  2'.0    ("B")  or  above. 


DIPLOMA  AND  CERTIFICATE 

Upon  graduation  from  the  four-year  curriculum  the  student  will  re- 
ceive the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science.  In  addition,  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction  will  issue  to  the  graduate  who  has  met  the 
requirements  a  Teaching  Certificate,  in  accordance  with  the  particular 
curriculum   completed. 

A  certificate  for  teaching  in  the  schools  of  North  Carolina  will  be  issued 
only  to  those  applicants  who  are  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over. 

Students  finishing  a  Technical  Vocational  program  will  be  given  a 
certificate. 


GRADUATION    WITH    HONORS 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  is  awarded  in  three  honor  grades, 
namely,  Cum  Laude,  Magna  Cum  Laude,  and  Summa  Cum  Laude. 

Cum  Laude  shall  be  conferred  on  the  basis  of  a  minimum  total  average 
of  2.2.  quality  points  with  no  grade  below  "C"  in  any  course,  and  by  vote 
of  the  faculty. 

Magna  Cum  Laude  shall  be  conferred  on  the  basis  of  a  minimum  total 
average  of  2.5  quality  points  with  no  grade  below  "C"  in  any  course,  and 
by  vote  of  the  faculty. 

Summa  Cum  Laude  shall  be  conferred  on  the  basis  of  a  minimum  total 
average  of  2.8  quality  points  with  no  grade  below  "C"  in  any  course,  and 
by  vote  of  the  faculty.  The  student  must  have  spent  three  years  in  resi- 
dence at  Fayetteville. 

To  qualify  for  honors  in  either  of  the  three  grades,  the  student  must  have 
completed  a  minimum  of  sixty  semester  hours  of  credit  of  high  quality  at 
the  College. 
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COMMENCEMENT 

Commencement  exercises  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  school  year,  at 
which  time  degrees  and  certificates  are  awarded  officially  to  all  graduates 
who  have  completed  their  requirements  at  anly  time  since  the  preceding 
Commencement. 


PLACEMENT    OF    GRADUATES 

The  placement  of  graduates  is  done  by  a  committee  composed  of  the 
President,  the  Dean,  the  Registrar,  and  the  Secretary  to  the  President, 
with  the  Dean  serving  as  Director.  Both  the  scholastic  and  the  personnel 
records  of  the  graduates  are  used  as  guides  in  recommending  candidates 
for  positions.  A  list  of  candidates  together  with  a  statement  of  their 
traits  and  ambitions  is  mailed  to  prospective  employers  annually. 

School  officials  who  employ  the  graduates  are  requested  to  rate  these 
graduates  as  follow-up  and  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  revision  of 
the  professional  program.  In  addition,  informal  visits  to  recent  graduates 
are   made   by   members   of   the   college   faculty.

SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

The  general  objective  for  the  program  in  Secondary  Education  is  to 
prepare  teachers  for  working  in  the  secondary  school,  including  the  junior 
high  school. 

The  program  is  organized  into  three  principal  areas,  each  of  which  has 
its  own  objectives  and  appropriate  courses.  The  areas  are:  The  Pupil,  The 
School,  and  Teaching  and  Practicum. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  instruction  in  the  area  of  The  Pupil  is  to 
develop  an  understanding  of  the  essential  nature  of  the  secondary  school 
pupil,  including  the  way  he  grows  and  develops,  his  principal  character- 
istics at  each  level  of  development;  the  way  he  learns;  and  the  ways  in 
which  he  differs  from  other  pupils. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  work  in  the  area  of  The  School  is  to  pro- 
vide the  prospective  secondary  school  teacher  with  an  understanding  of 
the  secondary  school  as  an  educational  and  social  institution,  including  the 
basic  principles  that  underlie  the  entire  structure  of  secondary  education. 

The  primary  purposes  of  the  instruction  in  the  Teaching  and  Practicum 
area  are  to  provide  opportunities  for  carrying  out  systematic  and  directed

Objectives  and  Regulations: 

The  department  of  English  purports  through  its  language  courses  to 
develop  the  power  of  clear  thinking  and  intelligent  reading  and  to  enhance 
the  facility  for  forceful  oral  and  written  expression  incident  to  successful 
community  leadership.  The  more  advanced  writing  courses  afford  the 
opportunity  to  explore  and  to  refine  one's  creative  ability. 

In  the  literature  courses  the  work  is  intended  to  broaden  the  student's 
horizon  by  acquainting  him  with  the  work  and  thought  of  the  great  cre- 
ative spirits  of  the  past  and  of  the  present.  Likewise,  the  courses  aim 
to    facilitate    clear,    accurate    and    forceful    oral    and    written    expression. 

Prospective  majors  and  minors  in  the  department  of  English  should 
obtain  the  approval  of  the  chairman  of  the  department  in  the  selection  of 
courses  leading  to  a  major  or  to  a  minor  in  English.  "English  majors" 
may  choose  a  minor  from  any  other  department.    Suggested  minors,  how- 
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ever,  are  the  areas  of  art,  music,   French  or  Spanish,   speech  correction, 
and  the  social  sciences. 

No  grade  less  than  "C"  is  acceptable  in  all  English  courses  that  count 
toward  the  satisfaction  of  a  major  or  a  minor  in  English.

THE  AREA  OF  FINE  ARTS 

This  area  includes  the  Department  of  Art  and  Music. 

The  objectives  of  the  Area  of  Fine  Arts  are  threefold.  Realizing  that 
a  knowledge  of  the  Fine  arts  is  a  vital  part  of  education,  and  our  way  of 
life,  the  area  attempts  (1)  to  develop  an  intelligent  appreciation  of  and 
a  desire  for  the  arts,  that  will  be  of  a  lasting  value  in  the  life  of  every 
student;  (2)  to  meet  the  needs  of  students  majoring  in  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education;  and  (3)  to  provide  instructions  in  certain  branches 
of  the  arts,  so  that  students  from  other  areas  of  the  college,  and  unclassifi- 
ed students  may  pursue  courses  toward  a  minor,  or  for  elective  credit. 

MINOR   IN   MUSIC   EDUCATION 
General  Regulations 

Each  music  education  minor  is  required  to  select  one  performing  medium. 
This  may  be  piano,  voice,  woodwind  or  brass  instrument.  Tlr's  medium 
should  be  studied  in  private  instruction  throughout  his  four  years  in  col- 
lege or  until  he  has  reached  the  standard  of  proficiency  required  for 
graduation,  which  is  a  high  quality  of  solo  or  ensemble  performance. 
Each  minor  is  required  before  graduation  to  demonstrate  his  ability  to 
play  on  the  piano  third  grade  music,  community  songs  and  simple  accom- 
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paniments  in  a  musical  manner,  transpose  easy  pieces  and  harmonize  easy 

melodies  at  the  keyboard. 

Each  minor  is  required  before  graduation  to   demonstrate  his  ability  to 

sing  accurately  as  to  pitch  and  rhythm  in  an  acceptable  voice. 

All  students  in  applied  music  are  required  to  appear  in  student  recitals 

during  the  school  year. 

All  music  minors  will  be  given  placement  examination  in  piano,  voice  or 

instrument,   and  talent   tests  on   entering   college.     Students   who   do   not 

meet    the    requirements    in    their    principals    performing    instrument    will 

have  to  take  preparatory  work  without  credit. 

Work  taken  under  private  teachers  or  from  unaccredited  schools  may  be 

validated  for  credit  by  the  student's  passing  proficiency  examinations. 

No  music  student  is  allowed  to  make  public  performance  without  consent 

of  his  instructor. 

Applied  music  students  are  expected  to  practice  regularly  the  assigned 
number  of  hours  per  week  for  each  lesson  taken.    Students  are  expected 
to  practice  six  hours  per  week  for  each  private  half-hour  lesson  taken,  and 
twelve  hours  per  week  for  each  private  one  hour  lesson  per  week. 
Extended  absences  of  students  should  be  reported  to  music  office.    Students 
absent  from  Applied  Music  lessons  for  the  equivalent  of  three  weeks  of 
lessons  will  find  it  difficult   to   arrange  for  making  up   such   private  in- 
struction.    Such    students    will    have    the    privilege    to    make    up    practice 
hours  missed.    Whenever  a  student  has  been  absent  for  three  lessons  or 
more  in  any  one  course,  he  automatically  forfeits   credit  in   the  course, 
unless  proper  arrangements  are  made  with  instructor  and  dean's  office. 
No  student  registered  in  the  music  department  is  allowed  to  study  music 
with  a  teacher  not  on  the  staff  of  the  music  department,  nor  belong  to  a 
musical  organization  on  or  off  campus  without  permission  from  the  chair- 
man of  Pine  Arts  and  the  Dean  of  the  College. 
Courses  in  Applied  Music  are  open  to  all  college  students. 
All  students  are  required  to  belong  to  the  musical  organization  for  which 
they  are  qualified,  throughout  their  four  years.    Credit  is  given.

DEPARTMENT  OF  FOREIGN  LANGUAGES 

The  study  of  a  modern  foreign  language  is  part  of  the  General  Educa- 
tion Program.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  students'  speaking  accurately 
and  fluently  the  language  which  they  are  studying.  The  college  makes 
use  of  a  language  laboratory  to  facilitate  the  oral  aspect  of  language  in- 
struction. The  laboratory  is  used  by  entire  classes  of  foreign  language 
students  during  class  periods  and  by  individual  students  at  other  times. 

SPECIFIC  OBJECTIVES 

The  program  has  as  its  aims  the  following: 

1.  To  develop  the  ability  of  the  student  to  read,  write,  speak  and  under- 
a  foreign  language. 

2.  To  provide  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the  language. 

3.  To  give  intensive  study  to  the  most  significant  literary  periods,  de- 
veloping an  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  outstanding  works 
and  authors  of  the  foreign  countries. 
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4.  To  enhance  the  student's  understanding  of  certain  philosophical 
contributions  made  to  the  world  through  the  medium  of  a  language 
other  than  his  own. 

5.  To  provide  an  adequate  knowledge  of  the  development  of  foreign 
civilizations   and  cultures. 

FRENCH 

Minor  in  French — A  minor  in  French  shall  consist  of  twelve  semester 
hours  beyond  first  year  college  French  or  a  total  of  eighteen  semester 
hours.  Required  courses  in  French:  201-202,  301,  303.  Prospective  minors 
in  French  are  expected  to  pass  the  following  courses:  Eng.  101-102,  Educ. 
101-102,  Eng.   205. 

SPANISH 

Minor  in  Spanish — A  minor  in  Spanish  will  require  the  following  courses 
above  the  first  year  of  college  Spanish:  201-202',  301-302,  401,  402.  Re- 
lated studies  in  English,  Latin-American  history,  etc.  will  be  encouraged. 
Placement  Tests — A  student  who  wishes  to  receive  advanced  placement 
on  the  basis  of  having  studied  a  foreign  language  in  high  school  will 
take  the  language  placement  examination.  He  will  be  placed  according 
to  his  score  either  in  101,  102,  or  201.

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

General  Aims  and  Objectives: 

The  Health  and  Physical  Education  Department  offers  a  well-rounded 
program  designed  to  provide  opportunities  for  each  student  to  receive 
practical  health  instruction  which  will  lead  to  healthful  living  and  to 
develop  interest  and  skill  in  the  various  phases  of  physical  education  ac- 
cording to  his  needs  and  ability. 

The  program  is  closely  allied  with  recreation,  safety,  and  athletics,  and 
contributes  to  many  areas  of  the  total  college  program. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Physical  Education  has  the  following 
objectives: 

1.  To  provide  technical  training  for  those  interested  in  teaching  health 
and  physical  education  in  the  public  schools. 

2.  To  provide  opportunities  for  students  to  learn  to  meet  the  responsi- 
bilities they  have  or  will  have  for  certain  aspects  of  physical  educa- 
tion. 

3.  To  provide  opportunities  for  participation  in  wholesome  recreational 
activities. 

4.  To  promote  in  the  individual  and  in  the  group  physical  and  emotion- 
al health. 

Requirements : 

During  the  freshman  and  sophomore  years  all  students  are  required  to 
take  physical  education.  Majors  in  physical  education  must  satisfy  in- 
stitutional requirements  for  graduation  and  also  meet  the  standards  of 
the  State  for  certification.  Students  transferring  from  other  colleges  will 
have  their  previous  work  in  this  area,  if  passing,  credited  toward  the  re- 
quirement. A  broad  program  of  intramural  sports  is  provided  to  meet  the 
needs  of  both  men  and  women  who  are  not  engaged  in  intercollegiate 
competition.

Objectives:  To  prepare  secretaries,  clerk-typists,  stenographers  and 
general  office  workers  in  basic  skills  and  to  impart  related  and  technical 
information  necessary  for  them  to  progress  in  the  secretarial  field. 

Training  Level:    High  School  graduate  or  equivalent  as  shown  by  tests. 

Nature  of  the  Courses:  The  course  is  to  include  typewriting,  shorthand, 
Business  English,  Business  Mathematics,  office  practice,  economics  and 
accounting. 

Time  Required:  For  the  Stenographic  Course — two  semesters  of  eight- 
een weeks  each  with  a  total  of  800  clock  hours.

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DESCRIPTION  OF  COURSES 

ELEMENTARY  EDUCATION 


101-102,  201-202      Reading  Skills  No  credit 

Emphasis  is  placed  on  diagnosis  of  reading  problems  and  remedial  meas- 
ure including  study  skills,  comprehension,  speed,  word  attack  skills, 
attention  span,  memory  span,  and  fixation  span.  For  students  referred  on 
the  basis  of  low  scores  on  standard  tests  and  low  marks  in  courses. 

203       Introduction  to  Education  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide  the  beginning  student  in  preparation 
for  teaching  as  a  career  with  an  overview  of  the  characteristic  features 
of  the  American  educational  system  together  with  an  orientation  to  the 
field  of  education. 

304      Teaching  in  the  Elementary  School  3  credit  hours 

This  course  embraces  the  curriculum  and  methods,  materials,  and  pro- 
cedures used  to  provide  children  with  opportunities  for  growth  in  ele- 
mentary subject  areas. 

306  Audio-Visual  Education  2  credit  hours 

A  survey  of  audio-visual  materials  and  methods,  with  instruction  in  the 
classroom  use  of  films,  filmstrips,  recordings,  radio,  field  trips,  slides, 
bulletin  boards,  and  other  visual  aids.  Experience  in  the  operation  of 
the  various  machines  is  provided. 

307  Preparation  of  Audio-Visual  Materials  3  credit  hours 

This  course  develops  a  basic  pattern  for  the  preparation  of  a  wide  variety 
of  visual  materials.  Laboratory  practice  is  provided  in  applying  such 
techniques  as  lettering,  coloring,  and  mounting  to  readily  available  illus- 
trations and  other  materials  in  the  preparation  of  pictures,  posters, 
charts,  maps,  and  graphs  for  projected  and  non-projected  use.  Prerequi- 
site: Educ.  305. 

313      Curriculum  Development  3  credit  hours 

A  course  which  considers  the  materials  and  organization  of  elementary 
school  experiences  in  relation  to  child  development.  Special  emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  integration  of  subject  areas  and  the  contribution  of  each 
of  the  total  experiences  of  the  elementary  school.  Practice  is  provided 
in  outlining  resource  units  and  in  lesson  planning. 

401  Teaching  of  Reading  3  credit  hours 

This  course  considers  the  principles,  methods,  procedures  and  materials 
dealing  with  the  broad  aspects  of  the  reading  program,  ranging  from 
readiness  to  diagnostic  and  remedial  techniques.  Attention  is  given  to 
phonics,  word  recognition,  vocabulary  development,  and  silent  and  oral 
reading  skills,  with  directed  observation  and  participation. 

402  Tests  and  Measurements  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  materials  and 
methods  available  for  analyzing  student  achievement.  Standardized  tests 
are  studied  and  students  will  be  required  to  construct  objective  tests 
Practice  in  scoring,  interpreting,  and  recording  data  will  be  given. 

403  History  of  Education  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  history  and  development  of  educational  theory  and  prac- 
tices from  primitive  times  to  the  present.  Attention  is  given  to  the 
philosophers  who  have  been  responsible  for  educational  method  and 
procedure  throughout  the  ages.

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404  Teaching  of  Social  Studies  2  credit  hours 

This  course  considers  the  principles,  methods,  procedures  and  materials 
which  can  be  used  to  provide  school  children  with  adequate  experiences 
in  social  learning  and  living.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  use  of  audio- 
visual materials  and  community  resources  in  interpreting  the  physical 
and  social  environment. 

405  Teaching  of  Language  Arts  2  credit  hours 

This  course  considers  the  principles,  methods,  procedures  and  materials 
which  can  be  used  to  provide  school  children  with  adequate  opportunities 
for  growth  and  achievement  in  the  language  arts.  It  includes  special 
instruction  in  manuscript  and  cursive  writing. 

406  Teaching  of  Arithemetic  2  credit  hours 

This  course  treats  of  professionalized  subject  matter  in  arithmetic  for 
teachers  together  with  modern  methods  of  teaching  the  subject  in  school. 
Among  other  matters  attention  is  given  to  the  psychology  of  arithmetic, 
to  controversial  questions  regarding  methods,  to  games,  drill  practice, 
exercises,  and  tests,  and  to  diagnostic  and  remedial  measures. 

407  Philosophy  of  Education  3  credit  hours 

This  course  seeks  to  aid  students  to  acquire  an  insight  into  the  progressive 
and  conservative  viewpoints  in  education.  The  principles  of  the  various 
schools  of  thought  in  education  are  discussed.  The  need  for  an  inte- 
grated philosophy  of  life  and  of  education  is  emphasized. 

409  Guidance  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide  one  with  a  knowledge  of  the  meaning, 
purpose  and  aim  of  guidance.  Attention  is  given  to  methods  of  investiga- 
tion in  guidance,  methods  of  guiding  student  and  the  results  of  guidance. 
Special  consideration  is  given  to  ways  of  improving  guidance  in  school. 

410  Problems  of  the  Teacher  1   credit  hour 

This  course  follows  the  Student  Teaching  experience  of  the  students.  It 
is  oriented  towards  the  special  problems  which  the  student  encountered 
in  his  student  teaching  with  the  view  to  providing  additional  techniques. 
Special  problems  such  as  the  slow-learning  students,  group  of  students 
in  accordance  with  aptitudes,  materials  to  be  utilized,  the  gifted  child, 
etc.  are  considered. 

41 1  Student  Teaching  6  credit  hours 

A  preparatory  course  in  student  teaching  which  combines  classroom 
management  and  observation  in  the  school  with  a  consideration  of  some 
of  the  practical  problems  which  confront  the  beginning  teacher.  This 
course  includes  group  teaching  and  an  introduction  to  and  assumption 
of  whole-room  responsibility.  Under  the  guidance  of  critic  teachers, 
student  teachers  receive  practice  in  teaching  heterogeneous  groups  and 
groups  formed  on  the  basis  of  achievement. 

EDUCATION— PSYCHOLOGY 

201      General  Psychology  3  credit  hours 

The  interrelationship  of  the  group  and  the  individual  provides  the  frame 
of  reference  for  this  course.  It  is  concerned  with  the  nature  of  the  indi- 
vidual, the  group,  and  the  culture,  as  they  function  to  determinants  in  the 
development  of  human  nature  and  personality. 

301      Child  Development  3  credit  hours 

This  section  of  the  course  is  designed  to  development  of  human  beings 
up  to  the  period  of  adolescence.  Special  attention  is  devoted  to  the 
course  of  physical,  emotional,  social,  and  intellectual  development. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  problems  of  childhood.  The  implications  of 
the  development  in  the  guidance  of  learning  and  behavior  is  stressed. 
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302  Adolescent  Development  3  credit  hours 

This  section  of  Human  Growth  and  Development  deals  with  the  course  of 
development  peculiar  to  the  transitional  period  between  childhood  and 
maturity.  The  problems  and  adjustments  attendant  to  the  period  are 
considered  in  the  light  of  the  changing  forces  of  contemporary  life. 

303  Educational  Psychology  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  learning  process 
and  its  relation  to  education.  It  emphasizes  the  principles  necessary  for 
successful  classroom  operation. 

408      Mental  Hygiene  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  certain  mental  conditions  as  they  disturb  successful  adjust- 
ment. Particular  attention  is  given  to  normal  and  abnormal  states  of 
feelings  and  emotions,  personality,  defensive  reactions,  and  sexual 
functions. 

SECONDARY  EDUCATION 

301 S     The  Secondary  School  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  intended  to  provide  the  student  with  an  understanding  of 
the  history,  nature,  and  functions  of  the  secondary  school.  The  major 
topics  to  be  included  are:  The  development  of  the  Secondary  School; 
Aims  and  Functions;   The  Secondary  School  Pupil;   The  Curriculum. 

302S     Adolescent  Development  3  credit  hours 

This  course  covers  the  basic  principles  and  characteristics  of  adolescent 
growth  and  development.  The  principal  topics  to  be  included  are: 
Physical  Development;  Personal  Development;  Social  Development;  Mo- 
tivational Development;  Emotional  Development;  and  Intellectual  De- 
velopment. 

303S      Educational  Psychology  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  intended  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  basic  prin- 
ciples of  learning.  The  major  topics  included  are:  The  History  of 
Educational  Psychology;  The  Physical  Bases  of  Learning;  The  Basic 
Laws  and  Factors  of  Learning;  Theories  and  Levels  of  Learning;  and 
Types  of  Learning. 

304S      Measurement  and  Evaluation  3  credit  hours 

The  principal  purposes  of  this  course  are  to  develop  an  understanding 
of  the  basic  concepts  involved  in  measurements  in  education,  and  to 
develop  some  skill  in  the  use  of  standardized  tests  and  the  construction 
of  non-standardized  tests.  The  major  topics  are:  The  History  of  Edu- 
cational Measurement;  Measurement  of  General  Learning  Capacity;  The 
Measurement  of  Special  Learning  Ability;  The  Measurement  of  Person- 
ality; The  Validity  and  Reliability  of  Tests;  The  Principles  of  Test 
Construction. 

41  IS      Teaching   Procedures  in  the  High  School  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  intended  to  acquaint  the  prospective  teacher  with  the  basic 
principles  that  underlie  good  techniques  of  teaching.  The  topics  to  be 
included  are:  The  Relation  of  the  Aims  of  Education  to  the  Aims  of 
Education;  The  Problem  of  Discipline;  Controlling  Physical  Surround- 
ings; Effective  Planning;  Examination  Procedures;  and  Marks  and 
Marking  Systems.  Prerequisite:  12  credit  hours  in  the  Department  of 
Secondary  Education. 

421S      Special  Methods  6  credit  hours  (Two  Fieids) 

These  courses  are  intended  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  special 
teaching  procedures  and  materials  related  to  each  of  the  major  subject 
matter  fields.     Experience  with  high  school  teaching  situations  will  be 
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provided,  whenever  possible,  through  observation  of  classes  and  teachers 
at  work.  Prerequisite:  12  credit  hours  in  the  Department  of  Secondary 
Education. 

430S      Directed  Teaching  6  credit  hours 

This  course  is  intended  to  provide  opportunities  for  the  student  to  do 
teaching  under  supervision.  During  the  course,  attention  will  be  drawn 
specifically  to  the  teaching  procedures  covered  in  the  course  dealing  with 
this  topic.  Prerequisite:  Special  Methods  and  Teaching  Procedures  in 
the  High  School,  and  a  grade-point  average  of  1.6  or  above  in  the  fields 
in  which  the  teaching  is  to  be  done. 

441 S      The  Junior  High  School  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers  who  are  expecting 
to  work  at  the  junior  high  school  level,  including  grades  seven,  eight, 
and  nine.  The  major  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  develop  an  understand- 
ing of  the  history,  philosophy,  the  curriculum,  and  the  procedures  of  the 
junior  high  school. 

Methods  and  Materials  Courses  3  credit  hours  each 

These  courses  are  intended  to  develop  an  understanding  of  the  objectives, 
the  materials,  and  teaching  procedures  that  are  best  suited  to  each  teach- 
ing field.  Experience  in  these  fields  will  be  provided  by  supervised 
observation  and  student  teaching.  Prerequisites  to  all  Methods  and 
Materials  courses  are  Educ.  310S  through  Educ.  304. 

421  So      The  Teaching  of  Business  Education — Skill  Subjects  3  credit  hours 

This  course  includes  an  analysis  and  evaluation  of  the  objectives,  mate- 
rials, and  methods  for  teaching  of  office  skills. 

421Sb      The  Teaching  of  Business  Education — Basic  Subjects  3  credit  hours 

This  course  involves  the  selection,  organization  and  evaluation  of  ap- 
propriate textbooks  and  supplementary  materials,  and  the  critical  anal- 
ysis of  techniques  and  procedures  for  teaching  basic  business  education 
subjects. 

421 S      Methods  of  Teaching  English  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  content  and  procedures  used  in  the  teaching  of  students  in 
English  classes  in  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools.  Special  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  in  developing  and  using  materials  and  methods  in 
composition  and  grammar. 

421 S     The  Teaching  of  Mathematics  3  credit  hours 

This  course  involves  an  analysis  of  the  materials  and  methods  used  in 
teaching  junior  and  senior  high  school  mathematics.  A  survey  will  be 
made  of  textbooks,  the  organization  of  materials,  testing  procedures,  and 
visual  aid  materials.    Prerequisite:  Math.  201. 

421 S      The  Teaching  of  Physical  Education  3  credit  hours 

The  problems  included  in  this  course  are:  The  qualifications  of  teachers, 
the  selection  of  materials,  grading  of  activities,  the  analysis  and  con- 
struction of  courses,  special  programs,  and  apparatus,  and  techniques 
suited  to  the  teaching  of  physical  education  in  both  the  junior  and  senior 
high  schools. 

421 S      The  Teaching  of  Science  3  credit  hours 

This  course  involves  a  study  of  the  materials  and  methods  used  in  teach- 
ing science  in  the  secondary  school.  The  content  includes  Biological  and 
Physical  Science.  An  important  feature  of  the  course  is  group  work  in 
which  the  students  develop  units  to  be  presented  to  the  class.  Special 
emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  student-made  equipment  and  on  sources 
of  force  or  inexpensive  materials. 
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42 IS      The  Teaching  of  Social  Science  3  credit  hours 

This  course  includes  a  study  of  the  objectives,  the  materials  and  pro- 
cedures involved  in  teaching  social  studies  in  the  secondary  school. 

Directed  Teaching  6  credit  hours 

This  course  is  intended  to  provide  opportunity  for  the  student  to  do 
teaching  under  careful  supervision.  During  the  course,  attention  will 
be  directed  to  the  basic  principles  that  underlie  all  good  teaching.  A 
grade  point  average  of  1.6  or  above  is  required  in  Education  and  in  the 
field  in  which  the  directed  teaching  is  to  be  done.  Course  prerequisites 
are:  301S,  302S,  303S,  421S,  and  at  least  twenty  credit  hours  in  the  sub- 
ject-matter field  in  which  the  teaching  is  to  be  done. 

430S  Directed    Teaching    in    Business    Education 

430S  Directed  Teaching  in  English 

430S  Directed  Teaching   in   Mathematics 

430S  Directed  Teaching   in   Physical   Education 

430S  Directed  Teaching  in  Science 

430S  Directed  Teaching   in  Social  Science

BUSINESS  EDUCATION 

Math.  101B-102B      Business  Mathematics  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  basic  course  in  the  elementary  principles  of  mathematics  offered  pri- 
marily for  students  of  Secretarial  Science  and  Business  Education. 

S.S.  101      Typewriting  2  credit  hours 

Development  of  basic  typewriting  skills  and  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
use  of  all  parts  of  the  typewriter.  The  minimum  rate  for  course  credit 
is  30  CWPM  for  5  minutes  with  a  maximum  of  5  errors. 

S.S.  102      Typewriting  2  credit  hours 

Improvement  of  basic  skills;  sustained  production  on  various  types  of 
problems  encountered  in  the  business  office.  The  minimum  rate  of  speed 
for  course  credit  is  40  CWPM  for  10  minutes  with  a  maximum  of  9  errors. 

S.S.  Ill      Shorthand  3  credit  hours 

A  primary  course  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand. 
Attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  reading  and  writing  skills. 

S.S.  112      Shorthand  3  credit  hours 

The  development  of  ability  to  construct  new  outlines  and  a  review  of  the 
theory  and  principles  to  strengthen  the  knowledge  of  Gregg  Shorthand. 
Dictation  and  transcription  are  emphasized.  The  minimum  rate  for 
course  credit  is  90  WPM  dictation  and  30  WPM  transcription  speed. 

S.S.  201-202      Advanced  Typewriting  I  &  II  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

Improvement  of  speed,  accuracy,  and  machine  manipulation.  Specialized 
instruction  is  given  in  advanced  techniques,  duplication,  and  the  tyuing 
of  business  forms  and  reports  common  to  office  work.  Minimum  rate  for 
course  credit  is  60  CWPM  for  10  minutes  with  a  maximum  of  9  errors. 
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S.S.  211      Transcription  3  credit  hours 

A  review  of  the  major  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  development  of  ability  to  take  dictation  and  transcribe  at 
advanced  rates  of  speed.  Attention  is  given  to  spelling,  punctuating, 
proofreading  and  making  machine  adjustments.  Minimum  rate  for  course 
credit  is  120  WPM  dictation  and  40  WPM  transcribing  speed. 

S.S.  212      Advanced  Transcription  3credit  hours 

A  review  of  techniques  in  shorthand  for  the  purpose  of  developing  speed. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  advanced  dictation  take  rates  and  transcrip- 
tion rates. 

S.S.  221-222      Secretarial  Pracetice  I  &  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Some  practical  problems  encountered  by  the  secretarial  worker  are  pre- 
sented. Greater  compentency  in  office  skills  and  procedures  with  em- 
phasis on  applied  typewriting,  duplicating,  filing,  dictating  and  tran- 
scribing, and  communication  techniques  is  developed. 

Bus.  223      On-the-job  Internship 

Apprenticeship  is  provided  in  offices  on  and  off  campus. 

S.S.  231      Office  Machines  and  Filing  3  credit  hours 

Basic  course  in  the  operation,  use,  and  care  of  office  machines  and 
equipment.  A  study  of  alphabetic,  geographic,  subject  and  numeric  filing 
systems. 

Bus.  232      Office  Management  3  credit  hours 

Principles  of  management  applied  to  the  business  office.  Organization, 
planning,  and  control  of  physical  factors,  methods  and  personnel  prac- 
tices. 

Bus.  233      Production  Typewriting  2  credit   hours 

This  course  includes  all  activities  involved  in  the  process  of  completing 
jobs  from  the  time  they  are  received  until  the  time  they  are  finished. 
Includes  related  requirements  as  following  variously  specified  directions, 
computing  the  spacing  needed  for  copy  arrangement,  making  necessary 
machine  adjustments,  handling  materials,  preparing  carbon  copies,  proof- 
reading, and  appropriately  disposing  of  the  finished  products. 

B.A.   100      Introduction  to  Business  3   credit  hours 

This  is  a  first  course  in  general  business  and  elementary  economics 
planned  primarily  for  freshmen  who  are  prospective  business  teachers  or 
office  workers.  It  presents  a  survey  of  business  principles,  practices,  and 
procedures  and  an  overview  of  the  entire  business  area. 

B.A.  201      Business  Law  3  credit  hours 

Acquaints  the  student  with  the  origin,  development  and  classification  of 
law  and  how  these  laws  are  applied  to  contracts,  negotiable  instruments, 
sales,  insurance,  partnerships,  corporations,  property,  etc. 

B.A.  211-212      Accounting  I  &  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Familiarization  with  basic  accounting  concepts,  principles,  and  theory, 
recordkeeping  and  preparation  and  use  of  statements. 

Econ.  201       Introduction  to  Economics  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  present-day  economic  systems;  function  of  middlemen  and 
markets;  demand,  supply,  and  prices;  money,  credit,  and  banking. 

Econ.  303      Marketing  3  credit  hours 

A  general  survey  of  the  field  of  marketing,  including  the  functions, 
policies,  and  institutions  involved  in  the  marketing  process. 
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Eng.  212      Business   English,  Correspondence  and   Speech  3   credit   hours 

English  primarily  for  secretaries;  spelling,  letter  styles,  grammar  usage, 
and  written  communications  in  business,  effective  delivery  and  expression 
in  office  and  on  the  telephone. 

Bus.  410      Principles  of  Business  Education  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  philosophy  and  functions  of  Business  Education  and  an 
examination  of  the  problems  and  issues  relating  to  this  area. 

Educ.  421  So      Methods  of  Teaching  Skill  Subjects  3  credit  hours 

Analysis  and  evaluation  of  objectives,  materials,  and  methods  for  teach- 
ing office  skills. 

Educ.  421  Sb      Methods  of  Teaching  Basic  Business  Subjects  3  credit  hours 

Selection,  organization  and  evaluation  of  appropriate  textbooks  and  sup- 
plementary materials,  and  critical  analysis  of  techniques  and  procedures 
in  teaching  basic  business  subjects. 

Educ.  430S      Student  Teaching  6  credit  hours 

Directed  observation  of  demonstration  teaching  and  supervised  teaching 
experience  in  the  local  schools. 

Educ.  440      Seminar  1   credit   hour 

Discussion  of  teaching  problems  and  a  critical  examination  and  evalua- 
tion of  research  in  teaching  procedures. 

ENGLISH 

Eng.  101-102     Grammar  and  Composition  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

An  integrated  study  and  practice  of  the  language  skills:  reading,  writing, 
speaking,  and  listening.  A  detailed  study  of  the  main  types  of  composi- 
tion: exposition,  argumentation,  description,  and  narration  and  the  writ- 
ing of  a  research  paper.    Eng.  101  is  prerequisite  to  Eng.  102. 

Eng.  201-202      World  Literature  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  study  of  selected  masterpieces  of  literature,  beginning  with  Greek 
drama  and  terminating  with  outstanding  20th  century  works.  The  read- 
ings selected  will  also  be  used  to  illustrate  the  principal  literary  forms. 
Prerequisite:  Eng.  101-102. 

Eng.  205      Introduction  to  Speech  3  credit  hours 

An  introductory  course  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  devel- 
opment of  language  and  speech.  Study  and  practice  in  the  basic  elements 
of  speech  applicable  to  daily  life,  such  as  voice,  articulation,  and  bodily 
activity;  habituation  in  good  usage,  practice  in  the  adaptation  of  the 
student  to  the  more  common  types  of  speaking  situations;  foundation 
work  for  those  who  wish  to  study  the  more  advanced  forms  of  speech  or 
are  interested  in  speech  correction;  clinical  attention  for  those  with 
special  disabilities.    Prerequisite:  Eng.  101-102. 

Eng.  211     .Business  Correspondence  3  credit  hours 

English  primarily  for  secretaries,  spelling,  letter  styles,  grammar  usage 
and  written  communications  in  business,  effective  delivery  and  expres- 
sion in  office  or  on  phone. 

Eng.  301-302      English  Literature  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  survey  of  English  Literature  as  represented  by  major  writers  from  the 
Anglo-Saxon  period  to  the  twentieth  century.  First  semester:  A  survey 
of  English  Literature  as  represented  by  major  writers  from  Beowulf  to 
the  end  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Second  semester:  Works  and  writers 
from  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century  to  contemporary  writers. 
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Eng.  303      Advanced  Grammar  and  Composition  3  credit  hours 

A  historical  and  descriptive  study  of  English  Grammar.  An  intensive 
review  of  grammar  with  special  emphasis  on  problems  in  mechanics. 
Composition  both  written  and  oral,  with  particular  attention  given  to 
individual  technical  problems.     Prerequisite:  Eng.  101-102,  Eng.  201,  205. 

Eng.  305      Shakespeare  3   credit  hours 

A  study  of  twelve  plays  selected  from  the  four  periods  of  Shakespeare's 
development  as  a  dramatist,  from  a  literary  apprentice  to  the  master  of 
the  theatre.     Prerequisite:  Eng.  301. 

Eng.  307      Young  Peoples  Literature  3  credit  hours 

Survey  of  literature  suited  to  the  high  school  age  including  readings  and 
background  material. 

Eng.  401      American   Literature  3  credit   hours 

Introduction  to  the  major  movements  in  American  literature  and  to  such 
highly  significant  writers  as  Emerson,  Thoreau,  Melville,  Hawthorne,  Poe. 
Whitman,  Twain,  James,  and  Dreiser.  Special  reading  assignments  will 
be  made  to  cover  those  writers  not  discussed  in  class. 

Eng.  405      Teaching  of  Reading  3  credit  hours 

A  consideration  of  the  principles,  methods,  procedures  and  materials 
dealing  with  the  broad  aspects  of  the  reading  program,  ranging  from 
readiness  to  diagnostic  and  remedial  techniques.  Attention  is  given  to 
phonics,  word  recognition,  vocabulary  development,  and  silent  and  oral 
reading  skills,  with  directed  observation  and  participation. 

Educ.  421      Methods  of  Teaching  English  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  content  and  procedures  in  the  teaching  of  English  to 
students  in  junior  and  senior  high  schools.  Special  instruction  is  given 
in  developing  and  using  materials  and  methods  in  composition  and  gram- 
mar. 

Educ.  303S      Practice  Teaching  6  credit  hours 

A  preparatory  course  in  student  teaching  which  combines  classroom 
management  and  observation  in  the  school  with  a  consideration  of  some 
of  the  practical  problems  which  confront  the  beginning  teacher.  This 
course  includes  group  teaching  and  an  introduction  to  and  assumption  of 
whole-room  responsibility.  Under  the  guidance  of  criitc  teachers,  student 
teachers  receive  practice  in  teaching  heterogeneous  groups  and  groups 
formed  on  the  basis  of  achievement.

A  study  of  the  history  of  the  English  language  with  special  emphasis  on 
English  inflections,  English  sounds,  changing  meanings  and  values  of 
words,  syntax,  and  usage  and  study  of  the  differences  of  British  and 
American  English.    (Offered  first  semester  1963,  1965,  1968) 

Eng.  308      Phonetics  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  production  and  transcription  of  phonetic  symbols  repre- 
senting general  American  Speech.  Other  regional  dialects — southern  and 
eastern  considered.    (Offered  first  semester  1963,  1965,  1968) 

Eng.  309      Public  Speaking  3  credit  hours 

A  course  involving  the  principles  of  composition  and  delivery  with  prac- 
tice in  preparing  and  presenting  short  informative,  entertaining  and  per- 
suasive speeches.  Audience  analysis  and  control  is  also  emphasized. 
(Offered  second  semester  1963,  1965,  1968) 
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Eng.  403  or  404      Romantic  or  Victorian  Poetry  3  credit  hours 

A  critical  and  historical  study  of  major  poets  of  the  Romantic  Movement 
in  England.    Prerequisite:  Eng.  301-302. 

A  critical  and  historical  study  of  English  poetry  from  1837-1901.  Pre- 
requisite: Eng.  301-302.    (Offered  first  semester  1963,  1965,  1968) 

Eng.  406  or  407      The  English  and  American  Novel  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  historical  development  of  the  English  novel  from  the  he- 
ginning  to  the  present.

Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  development  of 
appreciation  of  the  art  and  thought  of  the  masters  of  American  fiction. 
(Offered  second  semester  1963  1965,  1968) 

Eng.  408      Dramatic  Technique  for  the  Elementary  Teacher  3  credit  hours 

Part  I — Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  basic  theories  and  practices  of 
Children's  Theatre.  Practical  work  will  include  dramatization  of  literary 
and  historical  scenes. 

Part  II — Selection,  casting,  rehearsing  and  staging  of  a  dramatization 
considered  in  Part  I  or  of  an  approved  children's  play.  Prerequisite: 
Eng.  205  and  Eng.  306.    (Laboratory  fee)   (offered  first  semester  1963). 

Eng.  409      introduction  to  Library  Science  3  credit  hours 

An  elective  course  for  prospective  teachers  on  the  elementary  and  sec- 
ondary levels.  It  acquaints  the  students  with  the  organization  and  ad- 
ministration of  the  school  library.  (Offered  second  semester  1963,  1965, 
1968) 

Eng.  410      Modern  Drama  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  principal  European  and  American  dramatists  since  1890: 
Ibsen,  Strinberg,  Chekhov,  Brecht,  Pirandello,  Giraudoux,  Satre,  Shaw, 
Eliot,  O'Casey,  O'Neill,  Williams  and  Miller.  Prerequisite:  Eng.  201-202. 
(Offered  first  semester  1963,  1965,  1968) 

Speech   Correction   401      The   Classroom  Teacher  and  the 

Speech  Defective  Child  3  credit  hours 

A  course  designed  to  aid  the  classroom  teacher  with  a  survey  of  the 
types  of  speech  disorders,  their  possible  etymologies  and  methods  for 
management  of  the  speech  defective  child  in  the  classroom  with  or 
without  therapist  in  a  school  system.  (Offered  second  semester  1963, 
1965,  1968). 

Other  Speech  Correction  courses  listed  in  Speech  Correction  Course  Outlines 
may  serve  as  electives  in  English  for  majors  in  the  area  of  English  and 
minors. 

MUSIC 

Mus.  202      Music  Fundamentals  2  credit  hours 

A  course  designed  to  enrich  the  students'  musical  experiences  and  broad- 
en their  appreciation  and  understanding  of  music.  Study  of  major  and 
minor  scales,  notation,  time,  oral  and  written  dictation,  sight  reading 
of  exercises  and  melodies.  (For  Elementary  Education  majors  and  non 
music  minors.) 

Mus.  203      Music  Theory  I  3  credit  hours 

A  fundamental  theory  course  covering  key  signatures,  scales,  forms,  in- 
tervals, triads,  sight  singing  and  dictation.  Development  of  a  basic 
music  vocabulary.  Writing  and  playing  of  all  intervals  and  triads.  (For 
music  minors  only.) 
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Mus.  204      Music  Theory  II  3  credit  hours 

Emphasis  on  traditional  harmony.  Elementary  work  in  keyboard  harmony, 
part  writing,  harmonization.    (For  music  minors  only.) 

Mus.  201      Music  Appreciation  2  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  acquaint  the  student  to  certain  elements  and 
principles  of  music  necessary  for  intelligent  listening  and  appreciation. 
A  survey  of  the  chief  developments  of  music  history,  the  works  of  master 
composers,  and  the  trends  in  contemporary  music.  (This  course  is  for 
non  music  minors.) 

Mus.  302      Survey  of  History  and  Literature  of  Music  3  credit  hours 

A  detailed  study  of  music  from  the  earliest  beginning  to  the  music  of 
our  present  time.  Emphasis  is  given  to  an  acquaintance  with  representa- 
tive musical  concepts  in  the  light  of  their  historical  background.  (For 
music  minors  only.) 

Mus.  303      Music  Education  3  credit  hours 

A  study  in  the  philosophy,  objectives,  materials  and  methods  of  present- 
ing music  in  the  schools.     (For  music  minors  only.) 

Mus.  303E      Music  Education  3  credit  hours 

A  study  in  the  philosophy,  objectives,  materials  and  methods  of  presenting 
music  in  the  schools.  (For  Elementary  Education  students.)  Prerequi- 
site: Mus.  202. 

Mus.  304      Conducting  2  credit  hours 

Fundamental  techniques  of  the  baton,  interpretation,  rehearsal  tech- 
niques, rhythm,  tone  quality  and  diction  are  empsasized.  Prerequisite: 
Mus.  201  and  202. 

Mus.  411      Advanced  Music  Education  3  credit  hours 

Student  teachers  will  receive  practice  in  teaching  music  to  children  in 
the  various  grades. 

Mus.  100a,  100b,  200a,  200b  No  credit  given 

Instruction  in  piano  and  instruments  for  students  who  do  not  meet  the 
requirements  in  their  principal  performing  instrument.  (For  music 
minors  only.) 

Mus.  21 1-212      Class  Piano  1  credit  hour 

This  course  is  designed  to  provide  enough  keyboard  facility  to  enable  the 
student  to  play  easy  pieces,  and  accompaniments.  This  course  includes 
scales  and  easy  keyboard  techniques.    (Elective  for  non  music  minors.) 

Mus.  311-312      Class  Piano  1   credit  hour 

A  continuation  of  Mus.  211-212.    (Elective  for  non  music  minors.) 

Mus.  413-414      Class  Piano  1    credit   hour 

A  continuation  of  Mus.   311-312.  A  study  of  more  advanced  keyboard 

techniques.  Prerequisites:  Mus.  211-212,  311-312  or  equivalent.  This 
course  of  for  non  music  minors. 

Mus.   207-208      Instrument  2   credit   hours 

Class  instruction  in  band  and  orchestral  instruments.  (Offered  every 
other  year.) 

Mus.  215-216      Class  Voice  2  credit  hours 

Class  instruction  in  voice  production.    (Offered  every  other  year.) 

Mus.  101,  102,  205,  206,  305,  306,  407,  408      Applied  Music 

Applied  music  in  voice,  piano,  band  and  orchestral  instruments  and  organ. 
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ART 

Art  101       Lettering  and  Poster  Design  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  who  are  minoring  in  art.  Funda- 
mentals of  lettering  and  poster  designing  will  be  emphasized.  Other 
displays  such  as  bulletin  boards,  charts  and  advertising  lay-outs  will  be 
included. 

Art   102      Basic  Design  2  credit  hours 

This  course  gives  an  introduction  to  basic  designs  for  art  productions 

such  as  ceramics,  sculpture,  weaving,  jewelry,  block  printing,  and  tex- 
tile design. 

Art  201      Art  History  and  Appreciation  2  credit   hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  a  background  concerning  art  forms  that 
have  been  developed  in  many  various  cultures.  A  study  will  be  made  of 
architecture,  sculpture,  painting  and  the  minor  arts. 

Art  202      Elementary  Freehand  Drawing  2  credit  hours 

This  course  will  give  basic  principles  concerning  freehand  drawing  with 
emphasis  on  self-expression,  arrangement,  composition,  and  the  handling 
of  a  variety  of  paint  media. 

Art  301      Arts  and  Crafts  2  credit  hours 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  activities  for  elementary  school  teachers. 
Simple  sculptured  forms,  construction,  printing,  designing,  carving, 
weaving,  modeling,  and  lettering  will  be  included  in  the  course.  Handling 
such  materials  as  wood,  metal,  clay,  fabrics,  and  paper  will  provide  for 
creative  expression. 

Art  302      Drawing  and  Painting  2  credit  hours 

This  course  gives  practical  work  in  simple  composition — landscape,  still 
life,  and  portrait  drawing.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  line,  tone, 
texture,  and  color  in  objective  and  non-objective  art. 

Art  401      Art  in  Childhood  Education  3   credit  hours 

This  course  includes  problems  in  children's  art,  the  nature  of  art  for 
children,  art  for  creative  expression,  and  the  correlation  of  art  with  other 
class  subjects.  It  includes  practical  work  in  the  making  of  simple  proj- 
ects to  be  used  in  the  elementary  school.    This  is  a  methods  course. 

Art  402      Advanced  Drawing  and  Painting  2  credit  hours 

This  course  offers  additional  experience  in  handling  such  paint  media  as 
pastels,  water  color,  and  oils.  A  choice  of  subject  matter  is  left  with  the 
student  but  landscapes,  portraits,  and  still-life  may  be  included.  (For 
minors  only.) 

Art  403      Studio  Art  2  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  who  are  preparing  to  do  advanced 
work  and  who  can  work  with  a  degree  of  independence.  The  work  may 
be  done  in  ceramics,  sculpture,  painting  or  design. 

FRENCH 

French  101-102      Elementary  French  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

This  course  is  designed  to  develop  the  basic  communicative  skills;  speak- 
ing, aural  comprehension,  writing  and  reading.  Covers  fundamental 
grammar.     Regular  laboratory  practice. 

French  201-202      Intermediate  French  3   credit  hours  each  semester 

Conversation,  compositions  and  discussions  gased  upon  intermediate  cul- 
tural readings.  Grammar  review  and  laboratory  practice.  Prerequisite: 
French  102  or  placement  examination. 
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French  301       Composition,  Conversation,  Phonetics  3  credit  hours 

Intensive  training  in  speaking  and  writing.  A  thorough  study  of  the 
French  vowels  and  consonants,  the  grouping  and  phrasing  of  words,  dic- 
tion and  intonation.  Particularly  for  students  who  will  enter  courses 
conducted  completely  in  French.    Prerequisite:  French  202. 

French  303      Survey  of  French  Literature  3  credit  hours 

A  survey  of  French  literature  from  the  earliest  times  through  the  nine- 
teenth century.     Conducted  in  French.     Prerequisite:  French  202. 

French  403       17th  Century  French  Literature  3  credit  hours 

An  intensive  study  of  the  literary  masterpieces  of  the  17th  century  with 
special  emphasis  upon  Corneille,  Racine  and  Moliere.  Conducted  in 
French. 

SPANISH 

Spanish  101-102      Elementary  Spanish  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

The  course  is  designed  to  develop  oral-aural  skills,  to  provide  study  of 
the  basic  grammatical  structure  fo  the  language,  and  to  develop  the 
ability  to  read  and  write  simple  Spanish.  Exercises  in  the  language 
laboratory  will  be  included. 

Spanish  201-202      Intermediate  Spanish  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

The  course  will  continue  the  development  of  the  basic  skills  in  the  use 
of  the  language,  with  emphasis  on  effecting  a  greater  oral  fluency  and  a 
broader  reading  comprehension.  Equipment  in  the  language  laboratory 
will  be  utilized  in  working  toward  the  objectives. 

Spanish  301-302      Introduction  Spanish  Literature       3  credit  hours  each  semester 

This  is  a  survey  of  Spanish  literature  from  its  beginning  to  the  twentieth 
century.  There  will  be  analysis  of  masterpieces  with  background  mate- 
rial on  literary  movements  and  the  significant  social  and  political  trends 
of  Spain  of  that  time.    Conducted  chiefly  in  Spanish. 

Spanish  401      Spanish  Conversation  and  Composition  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  develop  greater  fluency  in  the  use  of  the  spoken 
idiom  with  conversations,  discussions,  reports,  etc.  There  will  be  pro- 
vision also  for  practice  in  correct  expression  of  the  written  language. 

Spanish  402      Hispanic  Civilization  and  Culture  3  credit  hours 

This  is  a  study  of  the  historical  development  of  Spain  and  Spanish  Amer- 
ica with  attention  given  to  the  life,  customs,  philosophy,  and  general 
cultural  patterns  of  the  people.     Conducted  in  Spanish. 

HEALTH  AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

H.Educ.  101-102      Personal  Hygiene  1  credit  hour  each  semester 

The  several  aspects  of  personal  hygiene  emphasizing  the  organic  system 
— normal  and  abnormal,  and  the  conditions  pertaining  thereto,  together 
with  the  rules  of  personal  health  which  makes  for  effective  and  effective 
living. 

H.Educ.  402      Recreation  2  credit  hours 

A  course  in  the  study  of  the  profitable  use  of  leisure  time — hobbies,  activi- 
ties and  games  suitable  for  children  as  well  as  adults. 

H.Educ.  403      Community  and  School  Hygiene  2  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  sanitary  science  and  disease 
prevention  and  their  application  to  water  supply,  milk  and  general  food 
supply,  sewage  disposal,  school  sanitation,  and  the  general  problems 
which  deal  with  control  of  infectious  diseases. 
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H.Educ.  408      Principles,  Practices  and  Procedures  in 

Health  Education  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  study  to  the  fundamental  principles  upon 
which  health  is  based.  Materials  and  methods  of  teaching  health  to 
elementary  school  children  are  studied  along  with  health  texts,  pamphlets 
and  charts  appropriate  to  varying  age  levels.  Preparation  for  student 
teaching  in  this  field  is  accomplished. 

H.Educ.  409      First  Aid  2  credit  hours 

A  lecture  and  demonstration  course  on  firdst  aid  measures  for  wounds, 
hemorrhages,  burns,  exposure,  sprains,  dislocations,  fractures,  uncon- 
scious conditions,  suffocation,  drowning,  and  poisons  with  skill  training 
in  all  procedures. 

P.Educ.  101-102      Physical  Education  1   credit  hour  each  semester 

This  course  is  designed  to  teach  games  of  all  types.  Individual  contests, 
mass  and  small  group  contests,  combative  relay  and  looely  grouped  team 
contests  with  both  indoor  and  outdoor  application  are  presented. 

P.Educ.  201-202      Advanced  Games  and  Sports  1  credit  hour  each  semester 

This  course  deals  with  a  review  of  low  and  highly  organized  team  and 
individual  games.  Analysis  of  rules,  techniques,  strategy,  and  theories 
of  play.  It  is  designed  to  offer  a  selection  of  a  wide  range  of  free-hand, 
wand,  Indian  Ciub,  skipping  rope,  and  dumbbell  exercises,  and  is  pre- 
sented for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  working  knowledge  of  materials 
for  use  in  corrective  work,  demonstrations  and  general  conditioning 
purposes. 

P.Educ.  301       History  and  Principles  of  Physical  Education  3  credit  hours 

This  course  is  concerned  with  the  understanding  and  interpretation  of 
the  principles  of  the  modern  physical  education  program.  Contributions 
of  historical  programs  related  to  the  development  of  the  present-day  pro- 
gram are  studied  and  evaluated. 

P.Educ.  302-303      Team  Sports  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

This  course  deals  with  team  sports  such  as  touch  football,  soccer,  volley- 
ball, basketball,  etc.    Theory  and  practice  of  the  sports. 

P.Educ.  304      Fundamentals  of  the  Dance  2  credit  hours 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  fundamentals  in  social,  crea- 
tive, folk,  and  square  dancing,  and  techniques  of  teaching  these  forms 
of  rhythmic  activities. 

P.Educ.  305      Kinesiology  2  credit  hours 

An  anatomical  and  mechanical  analysis  of  posture,  physical  education 
skills  and  everyday  activities,  for  the  purpose  of  understanding  and  rec- 
ognizing normal  and  faulty  movements. 

P.   Educ.  306      Individual   Physical   Education  2  credit  hours 

Study  of  conditions  which  require  the  physical  education  program  to  be 
adapted  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the  individual,  including  an  analysis 
of  normal  and  faulty  postures.  Also  study  of  principles  and  practices  in 
application  of  exercises  and  activities  for  specific  conditions. 

P.Educ.  307      Individual  Sports  2  credit  hours 

Theory  and  practice  of  teaching  archery,  badminton,  tennis,  shuffleboard, 
table  tennis,  quoits,  and  darts. 

P.Educ.  308      Group  Games  3  credit  hours 

How  to  play  and  teach  certain  games  of  low  organization.  The  learning 
of  folk  and  gymnastic  dances  and  singing  games  suitable  for  the  play- 
ground, gymnasium,  community  center,  and  recreation  in  general. 
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P.Educ.  309      Tumbling  and  Stunts  2  credit  hours 

Tumbling,  simple  stunts,  and  stunts  on  apparatus.  Methods  of  class 
organization,  teaching  techniques,  safety  precautions,  and  group  con- 
trols are  emphasized. 

P.Educ.   401      Organization   and   Administration   of   Health   and 

Physical  Education  3  credit  hours 

The  philosophy  and  methodology  of  the  organization  and  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  physical  education  aspect  of  a  complete  school  health  and 
physical  education  program  are  discussed  from  the  viewpoint  of  the 
teacher  as  a  member  of  a  modern  profession. 

P.Educ.  402      Measurement  and  Evaluation  in  Health  and 

Physical  Education  3  credit  hours 

The  theory  of  measurement  in  health  and  physical  education,  the  selec- 
tion and  administration  of  appropirate  tests,  and  the  interpretation  of 
their  results  by  fundamental  statistical  procedures. 

P.Educ.  403      Curriculum  in  Physical  Education  2  credit  hours 

Principles,  problems,  and  procedures  in  the  development  of  a  physical 
education  curriculum  are  considered.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon 
developing  a  course  of  study  in  physical  education  for  a  chosen  situation. 

P.Educ.  404      Instruction  in  Athletic  Training  Problems  2  credit  hours 

Discussion  of  the  training  program,  including  athletic  trainers'  supplies 
and  the  use  of  theraperitic  equipment.  Discussion,  demonstration,  and 
practical  laboratory  experiences  related  to  various  techniques  used  in 
conditioning  and  bandaging. 

P.Educ.  405      Athletic  Injuries  2  credit  hours 

Topics  considered  are  wounds,  artificial  respiration,  dressings  and  band- 
ages, injuries  due  to  heat  and  cold  and  general  athletic  injuries. 

P.Educ.  406      Methods  of  Teaching  Physical  Education  3  credit  hours 

Problems  of  attaining  objectives,  general  methods  and  principles  in  the 
teaching  of  physical  education. 

P.Educ.  407      Principles,  Practices  and  Procedures  in 

Physical  Education  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  problems  of  physical  education  with  participation  in 
games,  calisthenics,  plays,  pageants  and  other  activities  appropriate  to  the 
elementary  school  level.  Students  are  encouraged  to  make  collections  of 
materials  which  may  be  useful  in  their  own  teaching. 

BIOLOGY 

Sci.  101-102      General  Biology  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  study  of  the  life  history,  structure  and  ecology  of  plants  and  animals. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  biological  principals  and  the  human  organism. 
Biology  majors  should  not  take  this  course.  2  hours  Lectures  and  2 
hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  202B      General  Botany  3  credit  hours 

Activities,  structure,  methods  of  reproduction,  relationships  and  impor- 
tances of  major  types  of  plant  life.  2  hours  Lecture  and  2  hours  Lab- 
oratory. 

Sci.  201Z-202Z      General  Zoology  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Activities,  structure,  methods  of  reproduction,  relationships  and  impor- 
tances of  major  types  of  animal  life.  2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Lab- 
oratory. 
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Sci.  101AP-102AP     Anatomy  and  Physiology  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Morphology  and  functioning  of  the  organ  systems  of  the  human  hody. 
Required  for  a  major  in  physical  education.  Prerequisite:  Sci.  101.  2 
hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  301A-302A     Comparative  Anatomy  3  credit  hours 

Comparison  of  the  origin,  development,  and  morphology  of  the  major 
types  of  vertebrates.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  201Z  and  202Z.  2  hours  Lectures 
and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  31  IP     Vertebrate  Physiology  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  functions  and  functional  interrelationships  of  the  organs 
and  organ  systems  of  vertebrates.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  201Z  and  202Z 
and  general  chemistry.    2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  312E     General  Entomology  3  credit  hours 

Anatomy,  physiology,  classification,  and  development  of  insects.  Pre- 
requisites: Sci.  201Z  and  202Z.   2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  421 B      Bacteriology  3  credit  hours 

An  introduction  to  the  reproduction,  anatomy,  physiology,  and  ecology  of 
fungi.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  Two  years  of  biology  and  one  year  of  chemis- 
try.   2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  401      Teaching  of  Science  2  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  materials  and  methods  used  in  teaching  science  in  school. 
The  content  includes  Biological  and  Physical  Science.  An  important  fea- 
ture of  the  course  is  group  work,  in  which  students  develop  units  which 
are  presented  regularly  to  the  class  and  frequently  to  the  pupils  from 
Newbold  Training  School.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  student-made 
equipment  and  sources  of  free  inexpensive  materials. 

Sci.  403     -Histology  and  Microtechniques  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  tissue  structure  of  living  organisms  with  theory  and  practice 
of  preparing  temporary  and  permanent  histology  mounts  for  microscopic 
study.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  201Z  and  202Z.  1  hour  Lectures  and  3  hours 
Laboratory. 

Sci.  402      Introduction  to  Animal  Parasitology  3  credit  hours 

General  Principles  of  parasitology  with  some  emphasis  on  physiological 
and  morphological  adaptations  of  parasites  to  hosts.  Prerequisites:  2 
years  of  Biology.    2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

Sci.  41  IE      Vertebrate  Embryology  3  credit  hours 

The  principles  and  morphology  of  development  of  animals  from  the  germ 
cell  to  the  adult,  with  special  reference  to  vertebrates.  Prerequisites:  2 
years  of  Biology  and  1  year  of  Chemistry.  2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours 
Laboratory. 

Sci.  412      Principles  of  Genetics  3  credit  hours 

Fundamental  laws  of  hereditary  as  to  both  plants  and  animals.  Pre- 
requisites: 2  years  of  Biology.    2  hours  Lectures  and  2  hours  Laboratory. 

CHEMISTRY 

Sci.  101C-102C      General  Chemistry  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

The  fundamental  chemical  laws  and  theories,  the  character  of  the  ele- 
ments and  their  more  important  compounds,  the  solution  of  chemical 
problems  and  important  applications.  The  laboratory  work  is  devoted  to 
qualitative  and  limited  quantitative  analysis.  Lectures  2  hours  and  Lab- 
oratory 2  hours.

Sci.  211-212      Analytical  Chemistry  4  credit  hours  each  semester 

Volumetric  analysis,  including  the  techniques,  chemistry,  stoichiometric 
titrations,  colorimetry,  pH  measurements  and  precipitation  analysis.  Pre- 
requisite: Sci.  101C-102C.     Lectures  2  hours  and  Laboratory  4  hours. 

Sci.  222      Earth  Science  2  credit  hours 

Introductory  course  in  general  geology  with  emphasis  on  astronomy, 
mineralogy,  oceanography,  meteorology,  climatology  and  geography.  Re- 
quired for  Elementary  Education  Majors. 

Sci.  311C-312C      Organic  Chemistry  4  credit  hours  each  semester 

For  third  year  students  in  biology,  chemistry  and  pre-medical  training.

For  students  in  biology,  pre-medical  training  and  chemistry.  A  study  of 
the  states  of  matter  solutions,  conductance,  equilibrium,  chemical  kinet- 
ics, electrolysis  and  oxidation  and  reduction  reactions.     Prerequisites: 

Sci.  (Calculus),  Sci.  (Physics,  and  Sci.  212.    Lectures  2  hours 

and  Laboratory  4  hours. 

Sci.  411BC      Biochemistry  3  credit  hours 

Includes  composition  of  plants,  animals  and  seeds.  Characteristics  and 
functions  of  carbohydrates,  lipoids,  proteins,  vitamins  and  minerals  in 
plants  and  animals.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  101C-102C.  Lectures  2  hours  and 
Laboratory  4  hours. 

PHYSICS 

Sci.  1 01  P      General  Physics  (Mechanics,  Heat  and  Sound)  3  credit  hours 

Introduction  of  the  basic  physics  principles  of  mechanics,  heat  and  sound. 
Lectures  2  hours  and  Laboratory  2  hours.  (Required  for  majors  in  Nat- 
ural Science.) 

Sci.   102P      General  Physics  (Electricity,  Magnetism,  Light,  Atomic 

and  Nuclear  Physics)  3  credit  hours 

Introduction  to  the  basic  physics  principles  of  electricity,  magnetism, 
light,  atomic  and  nuclear  physics.  Lectures  2  hours  and  Laboratory  2 
hours.     (Required  for  majors  in  Natural  Science.) 

Sci.  202M      Mechanics  3  credit  hours 

Chiefly  a   problem  solving  course  in   mechanics,   dealing  wtih  vectors, 

retation,  and  moments  of  inertia.  Prerequisite:  Sci.  101P.  Lectures  2 
hours  and  Laboratory  2  hours. 

Sci.  301 H      Heat  3  credit  hours 

Laws  of  Thermodynamics,  Kinetic  Theory  of  gases,  heat  engines  and  air- 
conditioning.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  202M.  Lectures  2  hours  and  Labora- 
tory 2  hours. 

Sci.  331-332      Electricity  and  Magnetism  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Introduction  to  the  Theory  of  electricity  and  magnetism,  the  use  of  direct 
and  indirect  currents  and  their  applications.  Prerequisites:  Sci.  301H. 
Lectures  2  hours  and  Laboratory  2  hours. 

Sci.  431       Electronics  3  credit  hours 

Characteristics  of  vacuum  tubes  and  transistors  and  their  functions  in 
various  circuits.  Radio  and  Television.  Prerequisites  Sci.  331-332.  Lec- 
tures 2  hours  and  Laboratory  2  hours. 
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MATHEMATICS 

Math.  101-102      Introductory  College  Mathematics     3  credit  hours  each  semester 

An  effort  is  made  in  the  course  to  correlate  closely  the  essentials  of 
algebra,  trigonometry,  analytic  geometry,  and  the  elementary  calculus. 
In  addition  to  the  correlation  of  the  material  of  these  subjects,  the  course 
seeks  to  show  many  applications  of  mathematics  in  other  fields  of  en- 
deavor. The  work  of  the  course  is  organized  around  three  fundamental 
concepts:  (a)  the  concept  of  a  function;  (b)  the  concept  of  an  equation; 
(c)  the  concept  of  a  locus. 

Math.  112      Analysis  I  3  credit  hours 

Use  of  coordinates  in  two  dimensions,  conic  sections,  tangents,  parametric 
equations,  surfaces,  planes,  strdaight  lines  in  space,  transformation  of 
coordinates.  Recommended  as  an  elective  for  those  students  who  have 
taken  college  algebra  or  trigonometry  in  secondary  school. 

Math.  201-202      Calculus  I,  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Differential  and  integral  calculus  with  functions  of  polynomial  form, 
algebraic  transcendental  functions,  including  infinite  series,  partial  dif- 
ferentiation, multiple  integration,  and  elementary  differential  equations. 
Prerequisite:  Math.  112. 

Math.  101T-102T  Trade  Mathematics  1,11  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Designed  for  students  in  auto  mechanics.  The  course  offers  opportunity 
for  developing  skills  in  manipulation  of  facts  and  figures  as  they  relate 
to  auto  mechanics. 

Math.  301      Fundamental  Concepts  of  Modern  Geometry  3  credit  hours 

Properties  of  triangles  and  circles,  homothetic  transformations,  the  nine- 
point  circle,  simon  line,  harmonic  section,  Monelaus'  and  Ceva's  theorems, 
closely  related  to  the  fields  of  Euclidean  geometry.  Prerequisite:  Math. 
201-202,  or  the  consent  of  the  instructor. 

Math  302      Differential  Equations — Emphasis  on  the  solution 

of  ordinary  linear  differential  equations  3  credit  hours 

Attention  to  methods  of  numerical  analysis  of  non-linear  equations.  Ap- 
plications to  science  and  engineering  stressed.  Prerequisites:  Math.  201- 
202. 

Math.  311-312      Introduction  to  Modern 

Algebra  I,  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Groups,  rings,  fields,  vector  spaces  and  linear  transformations,  classifica- 
tion of  quadratic  forms.    Prerequisites:  Math.  201-202. 

Math.  371      Solid  Geometry  3  credit  hours 

A  desirable  elective  course  for  students  planning  to  teach  in  the  second- 
ary school  who  have  not  taken  the  course  in  secondary  school.  Consent 
of  the  instructor. 

Math.  372      Probability  and  Statistics  3  credit  hours 

Samples,  spaces  and  probability  measure.  Random  variables.  The  addi- 
tion and  multiplication  principles.  Simple  descriptive  statistics.  Repeat- 
ed trials  and  the  binomial  distribution.  The  normal  distribution  as  the 
limiting  form  of  the  binomial  distribution.  The  normal  reproductive  law. 
Bivariate  distribution  and  least  squares.  Coefficient  of  correlation.  The 
use  of  confidence  intervals  for  statistical  inference.  Lectures  2  hours  and 
Laboratory  4  hours.     Prerequisite:  Math.  201-202. 

Math.  21 1      Statistics  3  credit  hours 

Measure  of  central  tendency,  dispersion  regression  equations,  correlation, 
reliability,  index  numbers,  normal  probability  curve,  sampling.  Lectures 
2  hours  and  Laboratory  3  hours.  Prerequisites:  Math.  101-102  or  consent 
of  instructor. 
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Math.  321      Mathematics  in  the  Secondary  School  3  credit  hours 

Materials  and  methods  used  in  the  teaching  of  junior  and  senior  high 
school  mathematics.  Survey  of  texts,  organization  of  materials,  testing 
procedures  and  visual  aid  materials.     Prerequisite:  Math.  202. 

Math.  322      Theory  of  Equations  3  credit  hours 

Complex  numbers,  general  theory  of  equations,  theory  of  determinants, 

symmetric  functions,  introduction  to  theory  of  matrices.  Prerequisite: 
Math.  202. 

Math.  411       History  of  Mathematics  2  credit  hours 

A  survey  of  the  development  of  mathematics,  with  biographical  refer- 
ences, national  achievements,  and  discussions  of  mathematical  interest. 

Math.  450      Reading  and  Honors 

Juniors  and  seniors,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mathematical  Department, 
may  enroll  for  special  advanced  work  not  offered  in  courses  at  the  300 
and  400  level.  Prerequisites:  Math.  322  and  written  approval  of  the  head 
of  the  department.    Credits  may  vary. 

HISTORY 

Hist.  101      World  History  3  credit  hours 

A  survey  of  the  history  of  man — his  governmental,  economic,  social,  re- 
ligious, intellectual  and  esthetic  activities — from  the  earliest  times  to 
1715  in  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  and  the  Americas. 

Hist.  102      World  History  3  credit  hours 

An  historical  survey  of  man's  development  from  1715  to  the  present. 
Special  attention  will  be  devoted  to  rationalism,  democracy,  nationalism, 
romanticism,  industrialism,  imperialism,  and  total  war  and  revolution. 

Hist.  201       United  States  History  to  1865  3  credit  hours 

A  basic  course  which  deals  with  the  political,  social,  religious,  economic, 
intellectual,  and  esthetic  forces  affecting  the  development  of  the  United 
States  from  its  background  in  Europe  through  the  American  Civil  War. 

Hist.  202      United  States  History  since  1865  3  credit  hours 

This  course  includes  the  Reconstruction  period,  industrialism  and  other 
forces  affecting  the  American  tradition  from  the  Civil  War  to  the  present. 
New  developments  in  social  and  political  thoughts  are  evaluated. 

Hist.  301      Modern  European  History — 1500-1815  3  credit  hours 

This  course  will  make  an  intensive  survey  of  the  forces  responsible  for 
the  making  of  modern  Europe  from  1500  to  1815.  Among  these  forces  con- 
sidered are:  The  Renaissance,  Reformation,  Commercial,  Agrictultural 
and  Industrial  Revolutions,  Constitutional  Government  in  England, 
Eighteenth  Century  Thought,  Imperialism,  the  French  Revolution  and 
the  Congress  of  Vienna. 

Hist.  302      Modern  European  History  since  1815  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  European  civilization  since  the  Congress  of  Vienna. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  rise  and  fall  of  nazism  and  fascism, 
the  development  of  communism  and  capitalism  and  the  Cold  War. 

Hist.  303      Constitutional  History  3  credit  hours 

Constitutional  questions  are  viewed  in  respect  to  their  background  in 
history,  politics,  religion  and  economics.  Emphasis  will  be  gven  to  trends 
in  constitutional  law  as  related  to  federalism,  the  separation  and  delega- 
tion of  powers,  commerce,  taxation,  subversion  and  civil  rights  in  peace 
and  war.    Prerequisite:  Hist.  201  and  202. 
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Hist.  304     American  Diplomatic  History  3  credit  hours 

A  general  study  of  the  history  of  American  diplomacy  from  the  Revolution 
to  the  present.  Chronological  analysis  will  be  made  of  the  forces  affecting 
general  and  regional  foreign  policies.    Prerequisite:  Hist.  201  and  202. 

Hist.  401       History  of  the  Far  East  3  credit  hours 

This  course  deals  with  the  cultural  and  political  developments  of  the 
civilizations  of  China,  Japan,  India  and  selected  countries  in  Southeast 
Asia.  Emphasis  will  be  on  the  reciprocal  impact  of  the  contacts  between 
the  oriental  occidental  peoples. 

Hist.  403 — African  History  3  credit  hours 

A  survey  course  designed  to  study  the  ancient,  colonial,  and  modern  civ- 
ilizations of  Africa.  This  course  will  emphasize  problems  involved  in  the 
re-birth  of  the  African  civilization  south  of  the  Sahara. 

Hist.  409      American  Economic  History  3  credit  hours 

A  history  of  the  economic  evolution  of  the  United  States  from  the  colonial 
period  to  the  present.    Prerequisite:  Hist.  201  and  202. 

Hist.  405      Negro  History  3  credit  hours 

This  course  deals  with  the  history  of  the  American  Negro  from  his  African 
and  European  background  through  colonial  America  to  the  present. 
Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the  effect  of  slavery  and  segregation  on 
the  personality  and  destiny  of  the  Negro. 

Hist.  406      History  of  the  South  since  1820  3  credit  hours 

A  regional  history  of  the  Southern  states  from  1820  to  the  present.  The 
course  begins  with  the  Negro  question,  and  it  traces  the  development  of 
those  political  and  social  traits  which  make  the  region  between  the 
Potomac  and  the  Rio  Grande  a  cultural  province  conscious  of  its  identity. 

Hist.  404      International  Relations  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  nature  and  method  of  international  relations  through  an 
analysis  of  the  operation  of  power  on  the  international  level;  the  nature 
of  the  sovereign  national  state  and  its  source  of  power;  national  and 
collective  security;  and  the  techniques  for  achieving  the  national  interest 
such  as  the  balance  of  power,  imperialism,  diplomacy,  international  law, 
and  international  organization.  The  point  of  view  of  this  course  is  his- 
torical rather  than  governmental. 

SOCIOLOGY 

Soc.  201      Principles  of  Sociology  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  principles  and  laws  of  sociology,  the  literature  in  which 
they  are  discussed  and  key  concepts  about  which  they  center. 

Soc.  301      Culture  and  Personality  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  nature  of  culture,  the  factors  of  difference  in  human  be- 
havior and  personality;  comparisons  of  selected  pre-literate  and  modern 
groups  with  regard  to  social  structure. 

Soc.  302      Principles  of  Social  Work  3  credit  hours 

A  course  designed  primarily  for  those  looking  forward  to  training  for 
social  work,  its  philosophy  and  historical  background,  and  an  introduc- 
tion to  basic  techniques. 

Soc.  303      Criminology  3  credit  hours 

This  course  covers  the  nature  of  crime,  selective  statistics  of  criminal 
behavior,  and  theories  with  regard  to  crime  and  on-going  research. 
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Soc.  304      Race  Relations  3  credit  hours 

This  historical  backgrounds  attending  selected  minority  and  majority 
groups  and  the  forms  of  inter-group  relationships  are  explored. 

Soc.  305      Juvenile  Delinquency  3  credit  hours 

A  course  designed  to  investigate  the  impact  of  juvenile  delinquency  upon 
the  family  and  the  community  and  an  investigation  of  the  crimogenic 
homes  and  communities. 

Soc.  306      Marriage  and  the  Family  3  credit  hours 

Marriage  consideration,  i.e.,  mate  selection  and  courtship  are  investi- 
gated, and  the  institutional  structure  of  the  family  plus  parental  roles 
and  parent-child  relationships  are  emphasized. 

Soc.  307      Social  Stratification  3  credit  hours 

Theory  and  research  related  to  the  problems  of  stratification  are  empha- 
sized. 

Soc.  308     Social  Statistics  3  credit  hours 

A  general  course  concerning  the  use  of  graphs,  frequency  distribution, 
measures  of  cenerla  tendencies,  measures  of  dispersions  and  introduction 
to  sampling  and  correlation. 

Soc.  402      Sociological  Research  Methods  3  credit  hours 

This  course  introduces  the  most  advanced  students  to  sociological  re- 
search. Delineation  of  a  research  problem  in  sociology;  survey  and  uses 
of  available  sources  of  data;  consideration  of  research  designs  and  field 
methods  for  collecting  original  data. 

Soc.  403      Principles  of  Social  Case  Work  3  credit  hours 

The  fundamentals  of  the  case  work  approach  and  methods  in  modern 
social  work  are  emphasized. 

Soc.  404      The  History  of  Sociological  Thought  3  credit  hours 

This  course  will  deal  with  the  history  of  sociological  thought  in  a  seminar 
fashion.  Selected  writers  whose  thoughts  and  ideas  have  contributed  to 
the  development  of  sociology  will  be  investigated. 

Soc.  405      Religion  and  Culture  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  social  dynamics  resulting  from  the  confrontation  of  con- 
temporary institutional  religions  with  emergent  cultural  religions. 

SPEECH  CORRECTION 

Speech  301 C      Introduction  to  Speech  Pathology  3  credit  hours 

An  introductory  survey  of  the  area  of  speech  pathology.  Identification  of 
the  various  types  of  speech  disorders  and  their  possible  etymologies. 

Speech  302G      Re-education  of  Acoustically  Handicapped  Children     3  credit  hours 

Physics,  physiology  and  psychology  of  hearing  measurement  and  evalua- 
tion of  hearing.  A  consideration  of  the  hearing  defects  of  acoustically 
handicapped  children  and  their  effect  on  adjustment — social,  personal, 
and  educational  with  special  attention  to  prevalence,  causes,  types,  and 
general  effects  of  hearing  impairments. 

Speech  303C      Anatomy  ,  Pathology,  and  Physiology  of  the  Ear  and 

Vocal  Mechanism  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  structure  and  function  of  the  muscular  system  involved  in 
respiration,  phonation,  articulation,  the  basic  fundamental  elements  in 
the  production  of  speech.  Consideration  of  the  structure  of  the  mechan- 
ism of  hearing. 
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Speech  304C      Principles  and  Practices  of  Speech  Correction  3  credit  hours 

Emphasis  on  the  examination,  diagnosis  and  correction  of  speech  dis- 
orders with  observation  and  supervised  practice  in  clinical  methods. 
Designed  especially  to  meet  the  needs  of  teachers  in  public  school  systems 
and  undergraduate  speech  minors. 

Speech  305C      Lip  Reading  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  the  speech  reading  problems  of  the  deaf  and  those  with  suffi- 
cient residual  hearing  to  justify  continuance  in  the  public  schools.  Special 
attention  to  foundation  procedures  of  lip  reading  and  fundamental  exer- 
cises.   Practice  work  under  direct  supervision. 

Speech  40 1C     The  Classroom  Teacher  and  the  Speech 

Defective  Child  3  credit  hours 

A  course  designed  to  aid  the  classroom  teacher  with  a  survey  of  the  types 
of  speech  disorders,  their  possible  etymologies  and  methods  of  managing 
the  speech  defective  child  in  the  classroom,  with  or  without  the  aid  of  a 
speech  therapist  in  a  school  system. 

Speech  404C      Clinical  Practice  3  credit  hours 

Intensive  clinical  practice  under  supervision,  in  examination,  diagnosis 
and  therapy  of  functional  and  organic  disorders  of  speech  in  both  chil- 
dren and  adults.  This  course  may  be  repeated  for  credit  until  45  clock 
hours  are  completed  for  a  further  extension  of  clinical  experience.  Stu- 
dents in  this  course  will  participate  in  giving  speech  examinations  and  in 
audiometric  testing  of  incoming  freshmen  and  transfer  students. 

Speech  403C      Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Speech  Correction  3  credit  hours 

Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Speech  Correction:    Voice — 

An  introduction  to  the  causes  of  and  training  for  voice  difficulties. 
Observation  required. 

Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Speech  Correction:    Articulation — 

An  introduction  to  articulatory  problems  and  their  management.   Ob- 
servation required. 

Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Speech  Correction:    Stuttering — 

An  introduction  to  the  problems  of  stuttering;   its  probable  causes 
and  management  of  cases.    Observation  required. 

Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Speech  Correction;  Cerebral  Palsy — 

A  survey  of  the  types  of  cerebral  palsy,  their  etymologies  and  meth- 
ods for  speech  rehabilitation. 

Problems  in  the  Teaching  of  Speech  Correction:    Cleft  Palate — 

A  study  of  the  methods  of  speech  rehabilitation  for  persons  having 
palatal  paralysis,  cleft  palate  or  palatal  binomolies. 

ECONOMICS 

Econ.  201       Introduction  to  Economics  3  credit  hours 

A  study  is  made  of  the  basic  principles  and  laws  of  economics  which  gov- 
ern the  processes  of  production,  exchange,  distribution,  and  consumption; 
attention  is  also  focused  upon  some  of  the  problems  attendant  to  these 
processes. 

Econ.  202      Consumer  Economics  3  credit  hours 

Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  managing  of  personal  and  family  finances 
such  as  shelter,  insurance,  consumer  credit,  and  individual  investments. 

Econ.  203      Labor  Problems  3  credit  hours 

This  is  an  introductory  course  which  deals  with  selected  labor  problems 
in  the  United  States.  Included  among  these  are  such  topics  as  the  his- 
torical development  of  labor,  labor-management  relations,  and  state  and 
federal  laws  concerned  with  these  problems. 
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Econ.  301-302      Principles  of  Economics  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

An  advanced  course  dealing  with  economic  theories,  forces  and  principles 
which  influence  economic  organization.  This  course  is  a  requirement  for 
all  majors  in  Sociology. 

Econ.  401      Evolution  of  Economic  Institutions  3  credit  hours 

The  history  of  economic  institutions  organized  around  the  study  of  the 
evolution  and  expansion  of  world  markets. 

Econ.  402      Economic  Problems  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  some  of  the  present-day  economic  problems  such  as  labor 
problems,  insurance  and  social  security. 

GEOGRAPHY 

Geog.  201      Principles  of  Geography  3  credit  hours 

Consideration  is  given  to  some  elements  of  earth  sciences,  the  geographic 
relationship,  and  a  general  survey  of  the  interaction  between  man  and 
his  physical  environment. 

Geog.  202      Regional  Geography  3  credit  hours 

This  course  deals  with  the  geography  of  the  world  by  regions.  A  study 
is  made  of  the  meaning  of  regions  and  the  basic  geographic  relationship 
within  the  major  regions  of  the  world.  A  detailed  analysis  is  made  of 
selected  world  regions. 

GOVERNMENT 

Govt.  201       Principles  of  American  Government  3  cerdit  hours 

An  introductory  course  in  American  Government  reviewing  the  historical 
background  and  purposes  of  political  institution.  Emphasis  is  on  the 
structure  and  activities  of  the  American  system — federal,  state,  and  local. 
The  major  aims  of  the  course  are  to  develop  politically  well  informed, 
loyal,  and  civic  minded  citizens. 

Govt.  301      Comparative  Government  3  credit  hours 

Comparative  analysis  will  be  made  of  the  governments  of  Greath  Britain, 
France,  West  Germany  and  selected  smaller  European  countries  as  basic 
examples  of  European  democratic  government.  In  each  analysis  com- 
parison will  be  made  with  the  United  States  government.  Special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  historical  backgrounds,  political  parties,  and  electoral 
systems. 

Govt.  302      Comparative  Government  3  credit  hours 

The  governmental  systems  of  Russia  and  selected  satellite  states  will  be 
analyzed  and  compared  with  the  democratic  governments.  Special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  relationship  between  party  and  state,  economy 
and  state,  and  social  patterns  and  state. 

Govt.  401       Political  Theory  3  credit  hours 

A  survey  of  political  theories  from  ancient  Greece  through  the  Middle 
Ages.  The  basic  approach  is  historical.  The  course  seeks  to  relate 
theories  of  politics  to  the  environments  in  which  they  developed. 

Govt.  402      Political  Theory  3  credit  hours 

This  course  deals  with  the  history  of  political  thought  from  the  Middle 
ages  to  the  present.  Topical  discussions  will  be  held  on  liberalism, 
utilitarianism,  socialism,  fascism  and  communism. 
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SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

Educ.  401Sp.Ed.      Introduction  to  Exceptional  Children  3  credit  hours 

A  general  survey  course  designed  to  acquaint  students  with  techniques 
of  identification  of  exceptional  behavior  and  typical  methods  of  treat- 
ment will  be  given.  Special  emphasis  will  be  given  to  speech  and  hear- 
ing defectives. 

Educ.  4'03Sp.Ed.      Psychology  of  the  Exceptional  Child  3  credit  hours 

An  analysis  of  physical,  mental,  and  social  factors  which  create  excep- 
tional behavior  in  children  as  deviations  from  the  "normal"  behavior 
pattern.  Particular  attention  will  be  given  to  those  speech  and  hearing 
defective  children  who  require  special  understanding  and  treatment  by 
parents,  teachers,  social  workers,  psychologists,  and  others. 

Educ.  304Sp.Ed.      Tests  and  Measurement  in  Special  Education  3  credit  hours 

A  study  of  and  practice  with  tests  used  in  clinical  procedure  in  special 
education;  psychological  tests,  speech  tests,  audiometric  tests  and  others 
will  receive  particular  attention. 

AUTO.  MECHANICS 

Auto.  Mech.  101-102      Orientation,  Chasis  Service  and  Maintenance, 

Body  and  Fender  Repair  and  Welding  211,  212  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

History  and  development  of  the  automobile — Name,  care,  and  use  of  auto- 
mobile tools  and  equipment — Name  and  general  function  of  major  auto- 
motive components — Minor  repairs  and  adjustments — Lubrication  and 
tire  servicing.  A  study  of  chassis  design  and  construction.  Practice  in 
the  disassembly  and  reassembly  of  chassis  parts,  such  as:  transmission, 
univeral  joints,  clutch  parts,  differential,  steering  systems,  shock  absorb- 
ers, springs,  and  braking  systems.

Disassembly  and 
assembly  in  laboratory  with  bench  projects. 

Auto.  Mech.  223      Automatic  Transmissions  2  credit  hours 

Advanced  study  and  diagnosis  of  Automatic  Transmission  problems.  Lab- 
oratory practice  with  live  projects. 

B.A.  211       Law  for  Tradesmen  2  credit  hours 

Study  of  phases  of  business  law  useful  and  applicable  to  auto  mechanics 
including  contracts,  specifications,  etc. 

Math.  121,  122      Trade  Mathematics  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  basic  course  offered  primarily  for  students  in  Auto  Mechanics.  A  study 
of  elementary  principles  of  mathematics  as  applied  to  the  vocation. 
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I. A.  Ill,  112      Mechanical  Drawing  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  course  designed  to  develop  skills  for  drafting,  instruction  in  projections, 
revolution,  lettering  and  pictorial  representation  with  reference  to  ma- 
chine drawings. 

Body  and  Fender  Repair  and  Welding  31 1,  212  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

Basic  operations  including  repairing  damaged  panels,  straightening  body 
panels  of  wrecked  automobiles,  cleaning  and  removing  paint,  miscellan- 
eous repairs  to  car  finish. 

Trade  English  131,  132  2  credit  hours  each  semester 

Study  of  simple  basic  English.  Fundamentals  to  gain  facility  in  oral  and 
written  speech. 

SECRETARIAL  SCIENCE 

Math.  101B-102B      Business  Mathematics  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

A  basic  course  in  the  elementary  principles  of  mathematics  offered  pri- 
marily for  students  of  Secretarial  Science  and  Business  Education. 

S.S.  101      Typewriting  2  credit  hours 

Development  of  basic  typewriting  skills  and  a  working  knowledge  of  the 
use  of  all  parts  of  the  typewriter.  The  minimum  rate  for  course  credit 
is  30  CWPM  for  5  minutes  with  a  maximum  of  5  errors. 

S.S.  102      Typewriting  2  credit  hours 

Improvement  of  basic  skills;  sustained  production  on  various  types  of 
problems  encountered  in  the  business  office.  The  minimum  rate  of  speed 
for  course  credit  is  40  CWPM  for  10  minutes  with  a  maximum  of  9  errors. 

S.S  111      Shorthand  3  credit  hours 

A  primary  course  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand. 
Attention  is  given  to  the  development  of  reading  and  writing  skills. 

S.S.  112      Shorthand  3  credit  hours 

The  development  of  ability  to  construct  new  outlines  and  a  review  of 
the  theory  and  principles  to  strengthen  the  knowledge  of  Gregg  Short- 
hand. Dictation  and  transcription  are  emphasized.  The  minimum  rate 
for  course  credit  is  90  WPM  dictation  and  30  WPM  transcription  speed. 

S.S.  201-202      Advanced  Typewriting  I  &  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Impdovement  of  speed,  accuracy,  and  machine  manipulation.  Specialized 
instruction  is  given  in  advanced  techniques,  duplication,  and  the  typing 
of  business  forms  and  reports  common  to  office  work. 

S.S.  211       Transcription  3  credit  hours 

A  review  of  the  major  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  development  of  ability  to  take  dictation  and  transcribe  at 
advanced  rates  of  speed.  Attention  is  given  to  spelling,  punctuating, 
proofreading  and  making  machine  adjustments.  Minimum  rate  for 
course  credit  is  120  WPM  dictation  and  40  WPM  transcribing  speed. 

S.S.  221-222      Secretarial  Practice  I  &  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Some  practical  problems  encountered  by  the  secretarial  worker  are  pre- 
sented. Great  competency  in  office  skills  and  procedures  with  emphasis 
on  applied  typewriting,  duplicating,  filing,  dictating  and  transcribing, 
and  communication  techniques  is  developed. 

Bus.  223      On-the-Job  Intership 

Apprenticeship  is  provided  in  offices  on  and  off  campus. 
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S.S.  231      Office  Machines  and  Filing  3  credit  hours 

Basic  course  in  the  operation,  use,  and  care  of  office  machines  and  equip- 
ment. A  study  of  alphabetic,  geographic,  subject  and  numeric  filing  sys- 
tems. 

S.S.  232      Office  Management  3  credit  hours 

Principles  of  management  applied  to  the  business  office.  Organization, 
planning,  and  control  of  physical  factors,  methods,  and  personnel  prac- 
tices. 

S.S.      233      Production  Typewriting  2  credit  hours 

This  course  includes  all  activities  involved  in  the  process  of  completing 
jobs  from  the  time  they  are  received  until  the  time  they  are  finished.  In- 
cludes related  requirements  as  following  variously  specified  directions, 
computing  the  spacing  needed  for  copy  arrangement,  making  necessary 
machine  adjustments,  handling  materials,  preparing  carbon  copies,  proof- 
reading, and  appropriately  disposing  of  the  finished  products. 

B.A.  100      Introduction  to  Business  3  credit  hours 

This  is  a  first  course  in  general  business  and  elementary  economics  plan- 
ned primarily  for  freshmen  who  are  prospective  business  teachers  or 
office  workers.  It  presents  a  survey  of  business  principles,  practices,  and 
procedures  and  an  overview  of  the  entire  business  area. 

B.A.  201      Business  Law  3  credit  hours 

Acquaints  the  student  with  the  origin,  development  and  classification  of 
law  and  how  these  laws  are  applied  to  contracts,  negotiable  instruments, 
sales,  insurance,  partnerships,  corporations,  property,  etc. 

B.A.  21 1-212  Accounting  I  &  II  3  credit  hours  each  semester 

Familiarization  with  basic  accounting  concepts,  principles,  and  theory, 
recordkeeping  and  preparation  and  use  of  statements. 

TECHNICAL  AND  VOCATIONAL  COURSES 

General  rules  and  regulations  governing  students  apply  for  students  taking 
Auto-Mechanics  and  Secretarial  Science  except  as  indicated  in  this  section. 


STUDENT  LOAD 


Students  in  Auto-Mechanics  are  expected  to  carry  a  minimum  of  30  clock 
hours  per  week  and  students  in  Secretarial  Science  are  required  to  carry  a 
minimum  load  of  25  clock  hours  of  work  per  week. 


CLASS  SCHEDULE 

Class  schedules  will  vary  according  to  courses  and  best  interest  of  the 
student  ranging  from  8:00  A.  M.  to  5:00  P.  M. 


SCHOLARSHIP 


Students  will  be  expected  to  have  a  passing  grade  of  work  at  all  times. 
Students  failing  to  attain  a  "C"  grade  average  or  grade  of  "Satisfactory" 
during  any  semesters  will  be  placed  on  probation  the  following  semester.  If 
the  required  average  is  not  attained  during  the  semester  of  probation,  such 
students  will  not  be  permitted  to  enroll  during  the  semester  following.

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GRADE  REPORTS 

Reports  of  grades  are  distributed  to  students  on  the  campus  at  the  end  of 
each  semester  and  a  copy  is  sent  to  the  parents. 


CONDUCT 


Any  student  who  manifests  unwillingness  to  conform  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations that  are  prescribed,  or  that  may  be  prescribed  to  govern  the  student 
body,  or  any  student  whose  influence  or  deportment  seems  detrimental  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  school,  will  be  asked  to  withdraw  from  the  institution. 

A  student  automatically  forfeits  his  privilege  of  working  for  pay  at  the 
college  when,  for  any  reason,  he  is  placed  on  probation  because  of  misconduct. 

All  students  are  required  to  leave  the  campus  twenty-four  hours  after  dis- 
ciplinary suspension.  Permission  to  re-enter  the  college  will  not  be  granted 
if  this  regulation  is  violated. 


LEAVE 


Leave  is  granted  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  when  justified  by  a  satisfactory 
reason.     Students  are  required  to  make  up  time  lost. 


TARDINESS 


Students  are  required  to  be  in  classes  within  10  minutes  after  the  class 
begins.  Tardiness  of  30  minutes  or  more  will  be  counted  as  a  full  hour  of 
absence. 


Teachers  are  required  to  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  the  school  a 
report  of  their  classes  and  other  official  activities  daily.  This  report  should 
show  among  other  things  the  number  of  classes  scheduled,  the  classes  taught, 
the  number  of  students  present  and  absent  and  a  list  of  those  absent.  This 
report  must  be  filed  at  the  end  of  each  teaching  day. 


TEACHERS'  SEMESTERLY  REPORT 

Each  teacher  will  be  required  to  file  semesterly,  his  final  report  of  grades 
for  each  student  in  the  Registrar's  Office  on  forms  provided  for  such. 


REFUNDING  SCHEDULE  FOR  VETERANS 

The  institution  has  and  maintains  a  policy  for  the  refund  of  unused  portion 
of  tuition,  fees,  and  other  charges  in  the  event  the  veteran  fails  to  enter  the 
course  or  withdraws  or  is  discontinued  therefrom  at  any  time  prior  to  com- 
pletion and  such  policy  must  provide  that  the  amount  charged  to  the  veteran 
for  tuition,  fees,  and  other  charges  for  portion  of  the  course  shall  not  exceed 
the  approximate  pro  rata  portion  of  the  total  charge  for  tuition,  fees,  and  other 
charges  that  the  length  of  the  completed  portion  of  the  course  bears  to  its 
total  length.

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THE  LABORATORY  SCHOOL 

The  Newbold  Training  School,  named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  N.  C.  New- 
bold,  formerly  State  Director  of  Negro  Education,  is  the  campus  laborotory 
school. 

The  prog -pm  as  a  whole  is  coordinated  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  the 
principal  of  the  school.  Every  effort  is  made  to  give  students  the  opportunity 
to  deal  with  all  aspects  of  classroom  management,  curriculum  planning,  study 
of  individual  children  and  other  areas  of  responsibility  which  the  prospective 
teacher  will  face  in  the  field.  The  student  teacher  is  led  through  observation 
and  participation  to  the  teaching  of  small  groups;  from  group  teaching  to 
accepting  whole-room  responsibility. 

The  opportunity  to  observe  and  teach  in  other  city  and  county  schools  is 
granted  through  the  courteous  cooperation  of  Superintendent  C.  Reid  Ross 
of  the  Fayetteville  City  Schools,  Superintendent  F.  D.  Byrd  of  the  Cumber- 
land County  Schools,  Mrs.  Mae  Rudd  Williams,  Supervisor  of  Cumberland 
County  Schools,  and  Mrs.  A.  0.  Williams.  Supervisor  of  Fayetteville  City 
Schools. 

The  program  of  student  teaching  at  Fayetteville  is  organized  with  a  view 
to  the  realization  and  development  of  efficient  teachers  for  the  schools  of 
North  Carolina  who  will  have  desira^e  personal  characteristics,  efficient 
teaching  skills,  and  professional  enthusiasm.
